The American papers put -the 
indemnity to be demanded by 
Japan at one hundred million 

unds sterling, which consider- 
ing that Germany exacted twice 
that sum from France, is by no 
means excessive. The object of the 
Russians of course will be to secure 
what will virtually be only an 
armistice so that they may turn the 
tubles on Japan as soon as they. bave 
recovered from their present disas- 
ter;and the Japanese must make 
such terms as will preclude the 
‘Russians from attacking them for 
twen'y years at least.

The Cuptain of the ss. ‘ Chefoo” 
reports that he passed a red-painted flat- 
topped buoy showing 2 feet above water 
(possibly a mine) on the 27th instant in 
Lat 34.40 N., Long, 122.32 E. (magnetic, 
approximate), about 135 miles 8. 4° W. 
(maguetic) from the S. E. Promontory. 


The Captain of thes.s. Wachang reports 
passing a mine with spikes on the 27th 
instant in Lat. 33° 35” N., Long. 122° 36” 
E., 130 miles N. 11° E. (maguetic) from 
Shaweishan. : 


Captain McKinnon of the C.N: S. 
Hsinfung, which arrived here last Friday 
morning from Tientsin, reports that 
when about three miles §.E. by 8. of the 
North-east Promontory, he saw a drifting 
mine and circled slowly cound it, ficing 
atit with all the rifleson board the 
steamer. It was struck twice, the second 
shot exploding it, at a distance of about 
a hundred yards from the steamer. A 
column of water was thrown into the air, 
some twenty feet in diameter, a glass in 
one of the vessel’s skylights was broken, 
and a lamp in the chief officer’s room was 
knocked to pieces and pieces of iron fell 
in a shower, some of them on the vessel.

In his article on Ivfanticide in last 
Saturday’s issue of ‘‘Mesny’s Chinese 
Miscellany,” the gallant General makes 
some very pertinent remarks on the’ 
burning question of the fate of Eurasian 
girls, which has become and will inoreas- 
ingly become, such a serious matter 
wherever there are large foreign com- 
munities in the East. Tho facts that he 
gives are widely known but they are 
hushed up as far as possible, though a 
day of reckoning must come.

The local natiye 
papers seem to show that he has been 
very popular with the people of this 
province at any. rate, and ‘particularly.

He is aleo said to have 
made: strenuous efforts here against 
gambling-houses. The reasons given 
elsewhere for his departure are not so 
favourable. Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao 
arrived here on the 16th October last. He 
is a native of Hunan anda man who-has 
risen ‘almost from the ranks.’ His firet 
Governorship-was of -Yiinnan; whence, 
upon the death..of Liu Knn-yi, he was 
promoted to the Acting Viceroyalty of 
Liang Kiang, which he held until’ his re- 
moval to Foochow. .

CURRENCY REFORM 
IN CHINA. 








27th March. 


Cuana CHIH-TUNG’s Memorial in 
response to Professor Jenks’ recom- 
mendations for a reform in the 
currency would be ludicrous were 
it not a pitiful exhibition of mean- 
ingless jealousy of advice coming 
from a foreign source. The Hu- 
kuang Viceroy was long regarded as 
one of China’s most advanced states- 
men, but his later publications show 
him to be as narrow-minded as is 
the ruck of high officials who now 
surround the Throne, and whose 
ignorant conceit has brought China 
to her present low estate amongst 
the nations of the world. We must 
not forget, however, that sweeping 
reforms in China, such as would be 
that of the currency, attack a swarm 
of vested interests and abuses, which 
in an ultra-conservative Empire are 
even more difficult to overcome and 
which fight hardor for their lives 
than do the many abuses which 
impede reforms in the more pro- 
gressive West. It is much the same 
with mining in China: the licensing 
of foreign companies who might 
render an accurate account of their 
output and pay honestly the stipu- 
lated royalties would interfere with 
the irregular gains of the innumer- 
able petty officials who share in the 
profits of nominally illegal under- 
takings.) Mines are supposed to ba 
worked only under the control of the 
Provincial Treasurers and on Govern- 
ment account, but their net proceeds 
are invariably intercepted before 
they reach the provincial treasuries. 
Hence the Government of China, 

ua Government, derives no profit 
oa its practically inexhaustible 
fund of mineral wealth, yet seemingly 
dares not inte: fere, from dread of BY 
outcry which the attack on vested 
interests must inevitably raise., 

At the present moment we find a 
veritable rush among the various 
provincial vernments, each com- 
peting to take the lead in the whole- 
sale tampering with the currency 
that is now going forward. The 
old-fashioned or sg cash with the 
square hole in the centre are bein 
rapidly melted down and supplant 
by the new ten-cash pieces which 
contain each the metal of four only 
of the:old cash. There is a ceaseless 
demand for coining machinery ; some 
twenty new mints are at work and 
copper in daily increasing quantities 
is being imported from Ja: and 
the Pacific Coast of America. At 
the same time, the vast copper 
deposits of Yiinnan and Szechuan, 
which are worked by special High 
Commissioners (Kuangwu Ta Chen) 
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cials. This new departure in 
coinage is indeed a most serious 
step: the prelude to the downfall 
of dynasties in China has invariably 
been a vain attempt to tamper with 
the currency. 

Still more confusion has been in- 
troduced by the absence of any 
general standard by the various 
mints: some of the new ten-cash 
pieces represent a copper value of 
only three cash, others are brass pure 
and simple, not worth two cash. 
Each mint follows its own sweet will 
and a competition in debasement 
may ere long bring the value 
down to one cash. A _ univer- 
sal, honest, and uniform coinage is 
thus farther off than ever ;—one in 
which the minting profit on tokens 
should accrue to the whole Empire, 
with acknowledged and fixed limita- 
tions. 

On the other hand, had Professor . 
Jenks’s plans been adopted, the 
saving to the Chinese Government 
would have been infinitely greater 
than the profit earned by means of 
@ spurious currency; the annual 
indemnity payment would be mate- 
rially reduced and the commerce. of 
the country placed upon a sound 
footing; the present exasperating 
fluctuations in the price of copper 
cash and in sterling exchange would 
cease, to thé great benefit of the 
merchant, native and foreign alike. 
But the peculations of the officials 
and of the cash-shops would -be 
reduced, as well as possibly the 
“squeezes ” of the foreign exchange 
banks, and so these vested interests 
are allowed to stand in the way of a 
reform of first necessity if: the 
Chinese Empire is ever to take her 
legitimate place amongst the nations 
of the world. 

The Chinese officials, as we see by 
the air of crude suspicion that runs 
through the whole of Chang Chih- 
tung’s Memorial, cannot yet be 
brought to comprehend that, -in ad- 
vocating reforms, the foreigner is 
not impelled by some sinister motive 
and that he is not astutely hatching 
a ptot, incomprehensible to the 
ignorant Chinese official, for the 
subversion of the Empire; whereas 
in reality his interest is at one with 
that of the people at large,—to see 
their wealth and prospérity increased, 
their trade placed on a firm basis, 
and so the facilities for intercourse 
increased on all sides and himself 
enriched as the nation increases in 
prosperity. Let us hope that the 
spread of education will in due time 
teach the officials of the Chang Chih- 
tung type that barter equally profits 
both sides: “It blesseth him that 
gives and him that takes,” and that 
it is their interest to oil the wheels 
of trade ; for the greater the smooth- 
ness, the larger are the transactions 
and the consequent benefit to the 
national prosperity and so to the 
national revenue, - 


appointed from Peking, are practical- 
ly unproductive, ie. as far as any 
appreciable result accrues to the 
central Government. The profits 
earned by the new mints are 
enormous: Chang Chih-tung’s Wu- 
chang mint is said to: have earned a 
net surplus last year of over two 
million taels; the daily outturn of 
the different’ mints averages some 
two hundred piculs and this, esti- 
mating the gross consumption of 
twenty minis at 4,000 piculs of 
copper per diem, at a value of Tis. 
34.50 per picul, shows a daily con- 
sumption of an amount of copper 
equal to Tls, 138,000 in silver. At 
least half this sum is profit; if we 
put this profit at T's. 60,000 per 
day and allow 300 days workiog in 
the year, this gives an annual gain 
to the provincial treasurers, after 
allowing for a legitimate amount of 
“squeeze,” of no less a sum* than 
Tis. 18,000,000. . 

This profit to the provincial offi- 
cials 1s, of course, equivalent to an 
indirect tax of like amount on the 
people. And in the beginning the 
people objected to take the new coin. 
Only last year a traveller along the 
‘Yangtze valley found the riverside 
towns refuse the new coinage, with a 
supply of which he had inadvertent- 
ly furnished himself and which -he 
had to bring home unused. But 
now that the likin stations have 
been ordered to accept the new coin 
and that itis received by the tax 
collectors and by the cash-shops, the 
peels are learning to use it at its 
ace value as a substitute for the 
fast prose jon copper cash. But 
this irredeemable token money is 
made legal tender to an unlimited 
amount,—unlike the British token 
coinage, which is legal tender to the 
amount of £2 only. A time must 
come when the Government will 
discover that, by use of this coinage, 
the produce of taxation will have 
fallen off fifty.per cent and they will 
be compelled to double the taxes or 
put up with a reduced revenue. If 
the Government pursue the former 
course, the pepe will discover how 
they hare defrauded and the 
discontent that H. E. Chang Chih- 
tung predicts in the event of Pro- 
fessor Jenks’ tentatives towards the 
ultimate adoption of a gold standard 
being adopted, will be multiplied 
tenfold and a most serious condi- 
tion of affairs must result.

Messrs. Whee- 
lock & Cvo., ship-brokers, had a 
steamer in their hands, the Tellus, 
open to charter at £1,800 a month. 
Messrs. Moller Bros, another firm of 
shipb okers, had a customer, the 
firm of Perez & Cv., who wanted to 
charter a steamer, and they submithd 
the Tellus to P nz & Co., who tock 
her at £2,150 a month, leaving a 
profit of £350 a month, “to be paid 
to the parties interested.” There was 
no deception practised on the agents 
of the steamer. They knew that

The various Government schools of the 
city have re-opened with about the usual 
numbers of teachers and students. The 
university has added to its foreign staff 
Prof. J. A. Russell Henderson, who will 
give instruction in chemistry and 
physics. The subordinate schools are 
rapidly pushing out into the Jarger towns 
and the rentals of town public lands or 
temple lands are gradually being turned 
into assets for these schools. Young 
native men of good character who can 
teach the Chinese written language, 
geography, arithmetic, and some English, 
are, and are to be, in great demand. 
This demand opens a door of wide in- 
fluence for all who Lave come to help the 
Chinese to higher aud better things.

2.—All matters with regard to the 
purchase of land, and the removal of 
graves, must be arranged with the owners, 
before any work is undertaken upon them. 
No middlemen are allowed to negotiate 
the sale. 

3.—Once the land has passed out of 
the owner’s hands he has no more re- 
sponsibilty with regard to it, but all 
complaints on the part of the people with 
regard to interference with their water- 
ways must be attended to, and measures 
taken to allow of a free outflow of water. 

4—Alil ayents appointed for the tran- 
saction of business must be of such rank 
as that they can meet the local mand- 
arins on equal terms. 

5.—In any case of objection being 
offered by the people on the plea of 
injury to their interests, the local man- 
darins must make immediate enquiry and 
arrange for the pro of the work 
should the objections prove groundless, 
But if there is reasonable ground for the 
protest, then the course of the railway 
must be altered to suit. 

6.—There must be no putting up of 
prices, or holding back of land to secure 
better terms: and all fomenting of dis- 
turbance will be immediately punished 
by the mandarins, on the complaint of 
the company.

International Art. 

The fifth exhibition of the International 
Society of Sculptors, Painters, and 
Gravers, now being held at the New 
Gallery is, to my mind, quite the most 
interesting they have held; there are 
undoubtedly far fewer pictures of the 
eccentric order, but the feeling after 
originality, for which the Society has 
been noted, has been fully maintamed 
and the all-round excellence of the work 
seems far in advance of former years. I 
suppose the year will be chiefly notable 
for the exhibition of M. Rodin’s wonder- 
ful piece of sculpture “ La Main de Dieu.” 
A subject at once so extraordinary and 
so ambitious could only have been at- 
tempted by s master-hand with any pos- 


sibility of success ; needless to say, how- 
ever, the Society’s President has achieved 
it; his conception is masterly in the 
extreme—a huge hand, superbly model- 
led, emerges from a rough marble block; 
in its grasp is humanity, vague figures of 
men, women, and children; they are 
blurred and indefinite, but one can 
make them out. It is a wonderful idea, 
Beside the great marble block is a 
diminutive plastér cast where the de- 
sign is accurately repeated, and near by 
is the figure of a woman—also in plaster, 
—“ Femme Couchée,” which evidently 
served asa model for the female form 
held in the hand. Owing to his tragic 
death which resulted from the injuries 
he received in the recent Midland Rail- 
way accident numbers of people are 
visiting the exhibition, solely to see Mr. 
Robert Brough’s beautiful picture 
“The Spanish Shawl.” It isa perfectly 
lovely bit of painting—a beautiful gir) 
swathed in a shawl of exquisite white 

embroidered with roses; she looks 
so full of life and buoyant happivess that 
one feels even more the horror of what 
has happened when one gazes at the 
young artist's work. Some one who 
knew him’ well remarked to me—as we 
looked at the picture—that it seemed 
almost symbolic, as the world did not 


contain a more joyous or pleasure-loving. 


young} fellow than he was; he just re- 
velled in life and all that it brought him. 

Mr. John Lavery contributes two 
distinguished works—one a presenta- 
tion portrait of “ Miss Elizabeth Welch,” 
late president of Girton College, Cam- 
bridge, and the other a fancy picture 
entitled “ Polymnia” which is, to my 
mind. the cleverer of the two. Both 
ladies are in black. In Miss Welch’s 
case it is relieved with a square 
collar of creamy lace. Polymnia—who 
is standing near to a grand piano—holds 
in her hands a bunch of red réses, which 
give the necessary touch of colour. M. 
Carolus Duran sends an old likeness of 
his daughter Marie-Anne. It was painted 
so long ago that the little girl must have 
become a woman ere now, but it is a 
delightful piece of work all the same and 
most interestiug, showing as it does how 
little style and fashion affect work which 
is really masterly. 

The exhibition of drawings in black 
aud white is exceptionally good, sspecial- 
ly some dozeus of wood engraving 
proofs of etchings and other original 
work of the late Frederick Sundys, to 
whose drawings it will be remembered a 
room is devoted iu this winter’s exhibition 
xt Burlington House. It is unecessary 
that the show should close the eud or 
next week to make way for the Whistler 
memorial exhibition which is to open 
on the 22nd instant. It is under- 
stood that His Majesty has promised 
to lend his celebrated collection 
of Whistler etchings, and, after 
considerable discussion, the French 
Government have agreed to spare us 
the beautiful portrait of his Motlier, 
which is considered by many to be 
Whistler’s masterpiece. So difficult w s 
it to obtain a loan of the work that after 
many futile attempts the International 
Society appealed to a member of the 
Government to see if the matter could 
be arranged through the medium of the 
Foreign Office, and this was done. 


French Art at the Grafton 
Galleries. 


It is almost impossible to give an 
adequnte idea—on paper—of tle charm 
of the collection of the work of French 


artists now on view at the Grafton 





































Galleries; not for many years certainly 
has such an artistic treat been afforded 
us, The exhibition only contains samples 
of the work of nine artists, but each has 
a style distinct from his fellows and al] 
are equally well represented. Bondin, - 
who is chiefly notable for his seascapes, 
is at his best in the portrayal of 
fishing smacks and low tide effects, 
Monet, a painter of portraits whose 
best work is “ The Beggar,” appears to 
have tried everything from haystacks 
to cathedrals, and paints atmos- 
phere as I have never seen it painted 
before. Rissarro, a landscape painter, 
who evidently loves odd corners in world- 
forgotten villages. Renoir, who is equally 
at home with flowers, fruit, children, 
and landscape, and whose canvas— 
“ Barges on the Seine "—is only equalled 
by his “Child Drawing.” Degas, who 
has evidently studied the Ballet Girl in 
every imaginable pose. Sisley, the ten- 
derest of painters imaginable, and Madame 
Morisot, the most vivacious of artists who 
evidently revels in art, spelt with a very 
big A—and works in a perfectly impartial 
spirit at anything and everything, be it 
a goose pond, achild, a study of butterflies, 
or a young woman. I was immensely 
struck at once by the versatility and 
the individuality of the work, With the 
exception perhaps of Degas. who shows 
little except his Ballet Girls, no one 
artist could be accused of working ina 
particular groove, but each one adopts a 
distinct method which he has made his 
own, but to whieh he is by no means a. 
slave. The exhibition should be of great 
educational value to English art students, 
and to Royal Academicians as well if 
they would only study a little. 


“Much ado about Nothing.” 

The“ Daily Mail” headed its criticism of 
Mr. Tree’s newest production “Variety En- 
tertainment at HisMajesty’s,”and although 
perhaps a little severe, the description is 
unfortunately in most respects accurate. 
An uudercurrent of Shakespeare there 
truly is, but it is altogether overweighted 
with Beerbohm Tree, who cannot be 
described as an ideal “ Benedick,” nor 
did I consider Miss Winifred Emery by 
any means a perfect “ Beatrice ;” she was 
altogether too tricky and self-conscious. 
As ‘ Hero,” Miss Miriam Clements was 
absolutely perfect, but most curiously 
she only took the part at the last 
moment, owing to the illness of Miss 
Viola Tree who was to have undertaken the 
part. The scenery, of course, is magni- 
ficent and Mr. Tree, who always does 
a little advance criticism on his own 
account in his programmes, opines that 
the whole production is exactly what 
Shakespeare had in his mind’s eye when 
he wrote the play. [ doubt it, but that 
of course is s matter of opinion. I had an 
amusing little experience with regard to 
Mr. Tree’s last production, “The Tempest.” 
Chancing to meet an old friend one day 
he asked me hd I been to see it, remark- 
ing at the same time that he had been 
on the evening previously and thought it 
the most gorgeous pantomime he had ever 
seen. He went on to remark that he 
was glad to have been, as he bad never 
seen the play before and had no idea that 
Shakespeare could bo so fanny. This 
amused me immensely, for as a matter of 
fact he had actually been one of the 
party when I went to see Mr. Leigh’s 
production of the piece at the Court 
some two years since. 1 reminded him 
of the fact and he quite remembered the 
occasion, but would not be convinced 
that the play was the’same. I am still 
wondering which ws the Shakespearean 
production! 
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The Torrey-Alexauder Mission. 

The arrangements for what is called 

“ London’s t Revival Mission” are 
now said to be complete, and to-morrow 
the two missioners take possession of the 
Albert Hall. It is stated tht 7,000 
enthusiasts have proffered their services 
as assistants, of whom 4,000 will be in 
the choir, 1,000 will act as stewards, 
whilst the remaining 2,000. will do the 
house to house visiting, assist in the 
work of answering questions and what 
not after meetings, and work on the 
various Committees. If lasting good is 
to come out of the work, it is to be 
boped that x little more tolerance will 
he shown than has been evinced hitherto 
towards those—equally religious people 
_ who chance to differ in opinion from 
these American gentlemen. To put 
down card playing, dancing, and theatri- 
cal performances entirely is undoubtedly 
quite beyond their power, and it seems 
to me if they say in London all that 
- théy have said in the provinces against 
these amusements they will make far 
more enemies than converts. If they 
would confine their energies to en- 
deavouring to raise the mors] tone of 
humanity, and leave everyone free to 
judge what is good or bad for themselves 
in the matter of relaxation, it seems that 
they might stand more chance of doing 
permanent good ; however, we are all 
curious to know what will come of it all.

* The King at Westminster. 

-Following the custom to which he has 
as yet made no exception since his 
accession, the King on Tuesday opened 
Parliament in person. The ceremony, 
brilliant and interesting as it is, is of 
course exactly the same every year, and 
therefore need not be described. It 
need only be said that, the day being 
fine and warm, the crowds which gathered 
along the Mall, Whitehall, Parliament 
- Street, antl the vicinity of the Palace of 
Westminster to watch the progress of 
the King and Queen in their great gilt 
State carriage were enormous. It is a 
show which is especially worth waiting 
for, because the tedium of standing for 
an hour or two in a jostling crowd is 
relieved by many interesting sights. 
The carriages of the Ambassadors, some 
of which traverse the whole route, are 
almost as gorgeous as those of Royalty ; 
there are peers and well-known Common- 
ers to be recognised on their way to the 
House ; a little before the arrival of their 
Majesties, with their escorts of life-guards 
and accompanying carriages of olflicers of 
the Royal Household there is the proces- 
sion of the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
for the Prince being only one—though 
the first—of his Majesty’s subjects, has to 
go to the Peers’ Entrance like any other 
member of the Upper Chamber, and does 
not therefore join the King’s proccssion. 

The Speech from the Throne.

Redistribution. 

OF course it dees not tollow that Mr, Bal- 
four is prrticularly confident of avoiding 
defeat. ‘ihe programme is possibly intend- 
ed to som» extent to serve the purpose uf 
a p litical manifesto, notifying the will 
and intention of the Unionists to deal 
euergetically with social legislation. As re- 
gards th: Redistribution of Seats it is 
acknowledg -d that there is no chgeral!

being cirried this ses-ion. It is proposed to 
follow the precedent of 1885 and appoint 
& commission—consisting doubtless of 
Members of Parliament of all political 
parties—to mark out the boundaries of the 
new constituencies. This work, it is 
anticipated, cannot be completed in time 
to enable Parliament to deal with the 
subject this year, and therefore it is 
assumed in some quarters that Mr. 
Balfour intends to cling to office through 
yet another session after this. Con- 
sidering that in two years his normal 
majority has dwindled from about 130 
to less than 80, and that these eighty 
include a large number of discontended 
Fres Fooders, the probabilities of this 
seem rather remote. : 


Mr. Balfour’s Leadership. 

Mr. Balfour appears to be in ex- 
cJlent health and spirits. His speech on 
the opening day of the session was a 
model of skilful dialectics. The task of 
keeping the Unionist Party together in 
view of the fiscal split is exceedingly 
diffcult and Mr. Balfour has not been 
able to accomplish it without serionsly 
compromising his character for straight- 
forwardness and siugleness of purpose. 
His ambiguity on the fiscal question lays 
him open to forcible attack and Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, it need 
hardly be suid, did not spare him. But 
Mr. Balfour parried the thrust with the 
skill of an old Parliamentary hand, and 
with sly touches of humour gained some 
points over his antagonist, at which 
“‘e'en the ranks of Tuscany could scarce 
forbear to cheer.” 


The Fiscal Dcbate. 

There was some difference of opinion 
among Liberals as to the wisdom, from a 
tactical point of view, of the amendment 
on the Fiscal Question proposed by Mr. 
Asquith, It was framed on’ the lines 
which 1 foreshadowed last week. Without 
expressing any opinion on the merits of 
Free Trade or “ Fiscal Reform” it de- 
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Government. “ But you cannot turn me 
oat,” he added ; “I am out already. Dis- 
solntion has no terrors for me. The 
soover the dissolution comes the better 
Isball be pleased. But ifit is to come, 
it must come in @ constitutional way, not 
becanse the Opposition imagine that they 
have a right to fix the date.” Anybody 
might have known that this was the line 
that Mr. Chamberlain would take; and 
even Lord Hugh Cecil, who made perhaps 
the ablest speech on the Free Trade side, 
refused to vote for the amendment, 
which was rejected by the substantial 
majority of 63. It is not the “full 
dress” debates that the Government 
have to fear. There is, however, 
more than a probability that they will 
suddenly find themselves defeated on 
some minor issue because many of their 
followers, discontented and careless be- 
cause they do not intend to put up for 
Parliament again, will become lax in 
their attendances. 

The Lord Wardenship. 

Lord Curzon of Kedleston has resigned 
the Lord Wardenship of the Cinque Ports, 
the reason being, it is understood, 
because he cannot fulfil the condition 
of residence at Walmer Castle which has 
hitherto attached to the office, and the 
Prince of Wales has been appointed in 
his place. The announcement was re- 
ceived with some surprise, and there were 
some who did not altogether approve of 
an office wl:ich has usually been conferred 
as a reward for great services to 
the State becoming a sort of Royal 
appanage. But there are several prece- 
dents for giving the office to a Royal 
prince, the earliest being in the case of 
Henry V, who was made Lord Warden 
when Prince of Wales. The condition of 
enforced residence is now removed, and 
the historical rooms, including those con- 
secrated by the use and containing the 
relics of the Iron Duke, are to be thrown 
open to the public. The residential 
quarters are, however, to be retained, and 
it is expected that they will ,be used as a 
holiday house for the Prince’s children. 
Locally the appointment is, of course, 
welcomed with enthusiasm, 


A Royal Engagement.

The Prospect of Peace. 

It has been a week of Russian sen- 
sations. Just before the last mail left 
came the news of the assassination of 
the Grand Duke Sergius. Then followed 
the announcement of the Czar’s consent 
to the convocation of the Zemski Sobor. 
After that we had the first reliable in- 
telligence of a real move on the part of 
Russia in the direction of peace; and 
now this morning the “Times” makes 
the startling announcement on the 
authority of a St. Petersburg correspon- 
dent. that the Czar has decided to leave 
the question of war or peace to be 
decided by the Zemski Sobor. How far 
this assembly will be representative of 
the people, and how far it is likely to be 
under the influence of the Court, even 
the best-informed students of Russian 
institutions find it difficult to form an 
opinion; but there is a strong belief 
that in either case the result will be 
Peace. If the national assembly really 
represents the people of Russia it will 
certainly decide for peace on almost any 
terms; if on the other hand the Zemski 
Sobor is to have no real liberty of action 
one can only suppose that the Czar has 
decided on the course of referring the 
matter to them in order that he may 
throw upon the nation some of the res- 
ponsibility of concluding peace on what 
must be deeply humiliating terms. There 
is, of course, a third alternative—that 
the St. Petersburg correspondent has 
been misinformed. : 

The Grand Duke Sergius. 

In commenting on the murder of the 
Grand Duke Sergins most of the news- 
papers deem it their duty to declare that 
assassination cannot in any circum- 
stances be justified; but nearly all of 
them go on to qualify this moral senti- 
ment by pointing out that crimes of this 
kind are the inevitable consequence of a 
cruel despotism, and to insinuate that if 
ever a man could be said to deserve as- 
sassination it was the Grand Duke 
Sergius. But the man in the street is less 
strongly imbued with Christian feeling or 
less hypocritical, There were, of course, 
no unseemly demonstrations of delight ; 
but nowhere did one hear a word of 
regret ora word of reprobation of the 
man who was ready to sacrifice his life in 
order to removethe arch-enemy of the 
people. For the Grand Duchess Eliza- 
beth, the daughter of our Princess Alice 
and sister of Princess Louis of Batten- 
berg, there is of course nothing but sym- 
pathy—a sympathy intensified by the 
universal belief that she had been a 
grossly ill-used wife. Moreover the 
Czar’s assent to the convocation of the 
Zemski Sobor is pointed to as a diréct 
refutation of the theory that no great 
political end is ever achieved by assassi- 
nation. 

Coquetting with Home Rale. 

It might have been imagined that our 
Government had about as many self- 
created difficulties to contend with as 
any administration could possibly en- 
counter ; but this week three more have 
assumed gigantic dimensions ; and yet— 
so far at all events—Mr. Balfour has suc- 
ceeded in evading if not overcoming at 
least two of them. Whena few months 
ago Lord Dunraven put before the world 
his scheme of “ Devolution ” in Ireland— 
a plan which Mr. Balfour bas himself in 
the course of this week’s debates des- 






































cribed as a Home Rule echeme—the Irish 


Unionists were up in in arms at once ; and 


when it was discovered that the scheme 
had the sanction and was indeed in some 
measure the production of Sir Antony 
MacDonnell, the 
Ireland, the resentment against the Go- 
vernment knew no bounds. The prompt 
repudiation of the scheme by Mr. 
Wyndham, the Chief Secretary, naturally 
failed to appease them while Sir Antony 
remained in office. This week the whole 
matter has been thrashed out in the 
Commons, and Mr. Wyndham has with 
great difficulty been induced to read to 
the House the letters which passed be- 
tween himsvlf and Sir Antony Mac- 
Donnell at the time when the new 
Under-Secretary—a Roman Catholic 
and an avowed Home Ruler—was ap- 
pointed by Mr. Wyndham as “a 
colleague rather than a subordinate” to 
organise a drastic reform in the system 
of Irish administration. It is really a 
most interesting and remarkable story. 
Mr, John Morley declared thatthe letters 
did honour to both men; and in one 
sense no doubt they did. 
that the Unionist and the Home Ruler 


were ready to work together to find a 
compromise for the reform of Irish ad- 
But such a project, con- 
cealed as it was, was hardly fair to the 
body of the Irish Unionists, to whom no 


ministration, 


such compromise‘could possibly commend 
itself, 

Possible Cabinet Resignations. 

The result has been that the Irish 
Unionists refused to vote with the 
Government on the Nationalist amenc- 
ments to the Address, and it was defeated 
by only 50 while on a subsequent division 


upon the same subject the Government 


majority fell to 42—the lowest they 
have ever yet touched on a big occasion. 
But this is not all, - Sir Antony, although 


to him, was censured by the Cabinet, 
who declared that his conduct in making 
himself responsible for the Dunraven 
scheme was “indefensible.” It has now 
been candidly acknowledged by Lord 
Dudley, the Viceroy of Irel«nd, that he 
was equally responsible with Sir Antony 
MacDonnell, and everybody expected 
that in view of the Cabinet censure Lord 
Dudley would resign. It is not certain 
even now that he has not tendered his 
resignation. Others call for the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Wyndham ; and it is thought 
probable that if the thing went to this 
length Lord Lansdowne also would find 
it impossible to remain in the Cabinet, 
for he also is in some measure res- 
ponsiblo for -the--action which has 
sco incensed the Irish supporters of 
the Government. But obviously this 
Government, weak as it is, could not 
stand any more resignations, and it is 
believed that Mr. Balfour will use all his 
efforts to avoid them, and will succeed. 


The New Short Rifle. 

Anotber difficulty for the Government 
bas arisen out of the adoption of the new 
short rifle with which it is proposed to 
arm infantry and cavalry at a cost of 
something like three millions sterling. 
Its inferiority or superiority over the old 
weapon is of course a matter for expert 
opinion; but although Earl Roberts 
brought forward some forcible arguments 
in support of the change, it really does 
seem to have been determined on without 
adequate tests. Seven crack shots—all 
international marksmen—have carefully 
tested the new rifle and unanimously de- 
clared it inferior in every respect to the 
old longer-barrelled weapon. This of

course is not conclusive. The best weapon 
atthe range may possibly not be the best 
in actual warfare. But experts in actual 
warfare are strongly divided as to the 
merits of the new weapon ; and it seems 
clear, that at the very best it isso little of 
an improvement on the old that it is a 
gross extravagance to spend three mil- 
lions in making the change, However, 
Mr. Arnold Forster has given a somewhat 
reluctant promise that further tests shall 
be applied before the full expenditure is 
incurred. 


ud The Dogzer Bank Report. 


On yet another question there is a 
rising feeling of resentment against the 
Government; and this is the matter of the 
Russian outrage on British trawlers: on 
the Dogger Bank. The report of the 
North Sea Commissioners has not yet ° 
been issued, but the forecasts which have 
appeared inthe French papers are so 
circumstantial that their substantial ac- 
curacy can hardly{be doubted. And they 
have given profound dissatisfaction in 
this country. Itis true that a majority 
of the points submitted to the Commis- 
sioners have been decided in favour of 
Britain ; but they are the minor points, 
On the essential points the decision seems 
to be in favour of Russia. The Commis- 
sioners found that although Admiral 
Rozhdiestvensky was mistaken in thinking 
that there were torpedo-boats- in the 
neighbourhood of the fishing fleet he was 
right in expecting an attack in view of 
the current rumours, and that in these 
circumstances he was justified in acting 
ashe did. When one recalls the famous 
speech delivered by Mr. Balfour at South- 
ampton this certainly seems a sorry result. 
Mr. Balfour assured us that it was 
not arbitration that we were subwit- 
ting ae - led a to believe that 

@ fact of a guilty out havi 
been committed would wach be wibnetaaie: 
ed, and that all the Commissioners 
would have to decide would be the 
identity of the criminals and the degree 
of their guilt. The general feeling is that 
the whole question has been sadly 
bungled. Just after the incident Minis- 
terialists were everywhere calling upon 
us'to thank God that we had a firm and 
resolute Governmént who were resolved 
that a crime like that should not go un- 
punished; and the ‘result of their 
resolute action is that we are made a 
laughing stock in the eyes of the world. 
Our sailors and trawl-boat owners are to 
be compensated, it is true, but Russia 
had volunteered to do that before the 
question of the Commission was ever 
raised.

Annual Meeting. 
The annual meeting of the Shanghai 


General Chamber of Commerce‘was held at

The Chairman—As it is past the hour 
and there is s quorum present I will ask 
the Secretary to read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The notice was read. 

The Chairman — The report and 
accounts have been in your hands 
for some days and as usual we will take 
them as read, The accounts have 
been audited by Mr. C. H. Ryde 
and our thanks are due to him for his kind- 
ness in having undertaken this duty. The 
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report takes us up to the 31st of December 
last: since then you have been posted to 
date by extracts of monthly meetings and 
publication of letters of special interest. 
During the past year considerable atten- 
tion has been given to irregularities of 
mail services. Since the report was 
issued, one of our members has written 
us strongly on the subject of the 
Pacific Mail Company. It would appear 
that their steamer, the Doric, was 
advertised to take mails, passengers and 
cargo from Shanghai on or about a 
certain date; shortly before that date, 
shippers were notified that the steamer 
would not call at this port. Pas- 
sengers who had booked cabins, months 
before, were informed that these cabins 
would be reserved for them at Nagasaki, 
the passage money to America and 
Europe from both ports being the same. 
Shanghai passengers would be required 
to proceed to Nagasaki as best they could 
at their own nse. This seems 
rather rough on Shanghai. At our last 
annual meeting attention was drawn to 
the high charges for Chinese Inland 
telegrams. Tlie administration were 
communicated with and replied that 
steps were being taken to revise rates. 
In reply to a further communication sent 
in recently, I received the following 
letter :— 


Imperial Chinese Telegraphs, 
Shanghai, 28th February, I905. 


Srm,—In reply to your letter of to-day’s 
date, I am instructed to inform you 
that a considerable reduction of rates 


has already beon effected by the duplica- 
tion of certain lines, thereby making inter- 


provincial communication considerably 
cheaper, and among these recently con- 
structed lines I beg to draw your atten- 
tion to the Changsha-Kueiling and the 


Hankow-Kaiféng lines. 
With regard to any further reduction 


of rates, I beg to say that such reduction 
is still under contemplation, but that 
owing to the heavy expenses in the up- 
keep and reconstruction of the lines in 
the interior, which will have to be taken 
in hand almost immediately, it is at the 


present moment impossible for the Ad- 


ministration to say when such reduction 


may be effected.

The questions of Trade Marks Regula- 
tion and of River Conservancy have been 
prominently before us and have, in con- 
junction with other leading representa- 
tive Bodies in this place, been energeti- 
cally taken up. As regards Trade Marks, 
I hope that a workable scheme will 
in due course be arrived at for the 
mutual benefit of all. As regards 
Conservancy, the “N.-C. Daily News” 
published on the 9th instant an unofficial 
translation of a memorandum which 


“| it is stated had been forwarded by the 


Doyen of the Diplomatic Body at Peking 
to the Waiwupn, being a proposed modi- 
fication of the terms of the Protocol of the 
7th of September 1901. This memorandum 
was no doubt drawn up by the Sub-Com- 
mittee appointed to reply to proposals 
made by the Waiwupu. In reply to a 
recent request of the Chairman of the 
Council, that the terms of the scheme be 
made public, the Doyen of the Diplomatic 
Body replied that the representatives of 
the Powers do not consider themselves 
authorised to communicate the terms of

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the proposals, in regard to the improve~ 
ment of the Huangpu, until they have 
been approved by their respective govern- 
ments as well as by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, 

We recently issued to you a copy of 
a letter received from a member drawing 
attention to the losses importers were 
subjected to by the late delivery of piece 
goods from America and England. In 
America I understand the troubles would 
seem to have arisen from dislocation of 
shipping facilities during the past year, 
shipowners getting more lucrative rates 
of freight on food stuff and warlike sup- 
plies. As regards Lancashire the fault 
is doubtless to some extent with the 
manufacturer, the dyer, and the bleacher, 
who seem, when demand is good and 
prices right, to book more goods fora given 
period of delivery than they ean possibly 
produce. Importers may then have to 
face forward exchange contracts at prob- 
ably }d. per tael per month down and 
possibly also loss of market. I think few 
importers deal direct with manfacturers, 
therefore our claims for loss on contracts 
lies with our contractor, the Manchester 
merchant. In these days we hear much 
about the advantage that would occur to 
trade if the merchant were done away 
with altogether ; that the merchant is out 
of date; thatthe manufacturers should 
deal direct with the consumer, etc., etc. 
But in practice I think it will be found 
that the middleman is still of some use in 
meeting the complicated situations that 
arise in the course of trade. During 
the year 32 arbitrations and surveys have 
been undertaken under the auspices of 
the Chambér, as against 22 in the previous 
year. We have found at times consider- 
able difficulty in getting gentlemen, with 
expert knowledge, when surveys for some 
classes of imports are required. I should 
be glad if members willing to assist us 
would register the names of experts on 
their staff with the Secretary. 

I have no further remarks to make, but 
before putting the formal resolution I 
shall be glad to answer any question or 
to give any information in my power. 
You will please understand that the 
Report and Accounts are at present 
before the meeting. After they: have 
been passed, any member who has any- 
thing to say on any other subject will be 
given an opportunity to do so. 

There being no questions regardirig 
the accounts and no observations about 
the report, the Chairman proposed: 
That the report and accounts as presented 
and published be accepted and passed.

All 
are fine artists and with such a wealth of 
material to draw upon as our national airs 
afford, they have no difficulty in vary- 
ing a two hours’ programme, though it 
consists . of vocal numbers only. The

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“Merrie England ” There were the 
grand.songs of Spring in which our }-0e's 
and composers have excelled, there were 
the pathetic ballads, which are charac- 
teristic of a seafaring, roving people, but 
except for the Earl of Morvington’s 
simple little “’T was you, Sir,” and its 
encore piece, the humour was left entirely 
to Mr. Dudley Causton, the sketch 
artist. The two catches wers so _delici- 
ously sung and acted by Messrs. Fraser, 
Bauhof, and Sterndale-Bennett, that we 
would gladly hear more of them. The 
glee party of eight achieved its chief 
success in Spofforth’s unforgettable glee 
‘Bail! smiling morn,” and _ also. 
gave “ The Bells of St. Michael’s Tower,” 
in which they left the point somewhat 
obs.ured. Of the male quartette Mr. 
Branscombe and Mr. Sterndale-Bennett, 
each gave solos. The organiser of the 
party is, of course, a perfectly finished 
tenor, whose name is intimately associat- 
ed with Westminster Abbey. His selection 
was the old sea song ‘The Lowland 
Sea,” arranged by himself and admirably 
given.

There are two long matsheds for 
the non-commissioned officers and men, 
another not quite so long for the officers, 
and the waiting rooms of the stations have 
been furbished up, broten windows repair- 
ed etc.. into quarters for the commandant. 
The orderly rvom is a spacious shed at the 
evtrance tothe sort of compound f.rmed 
by the sheds, On the range proper a very 
large mess shed has been erected, with 
a canteen adjoining, and here extensive 
stores have been cullected, to ensure no 
possibilities of hulf rations. 

Oa Tuesd«y afternoon about twelve 
officera and 110 men belonging to the Infan- 
try battalion only, marched from the Bund 
to camp, and during tle rest of the 
afternvon and evening men con'inuel to 
arrive in batches. It is expected that 
there will be xbout 300 men inc-mp. Al- 
though the camp has owly just been pil- 
ched it was unanimously decided that 
this ye«r’s camp is the finest that has 
ever been held in Shanghai. The men 
are very comfortably housed, and well fed, 
the citering being done by the Bristel 
Hotel. The field arrangements are all ex- 
cellent, and th» Vulunt-ers are sure 
to thoroughly enjoy their stay in camp. 
The men »lready in camp are filled with 
military ar!our, and there is ex; ected to 
be a decided increase in the number at 
camp to-night. 

It is understood, however, thatthe Artil- 
lery and Light Horse will not be ab!e to 
join the camp, at the end of the week, as 
expveted, through thry will take part in 
to-morrow’ operations. 

We learn that Gen. Villiers Hatton 
C. B., accompanied by Mra. Hatton, us 
well as by Major and Mrs. Chichester, is 
not expected iill to morrow, coming upfrom - 
llongkong by the Empress steamer. . The

amounts of which are anything but small.

all, is merely an Acting Viceroy, owing 
to his being from Anhui which is one 
of the Liangkiang provinces. Among 
those recently recommended to the 
Throne for the above post is the Grand 
Secretary Wang Wén-shao, who has his 
former experience of the Viceroyships of 
the Yiin-Kuei and Chihli provinces to 
recommend him. It is, however, feared 
that Prince Ohing has put a spoke into 
the Grand Secretary’s wheel by telling 
the Empress Dowager that Wang Wén- 
shao’s deafness and failing eyesight are 
against him.

Opposition against the Creation 


of Hianghuai Province. 

It is reperted in Mandarin circles that 
ever since the Imperial decree of January 
last creating the Kiangpeh (North of the 
Yangtze) portion of Kiangsu a province 
under the style and designation of Kiang- 
huai, there has been strong opposition 
shown not only among the gentry and 
literati of Kiangpeh and natives of it who 
are holding posts in Peking, but also by 
Viceroys Chang Chih-tung, and Chou Fu 
who have lately unanimously memorialis- 
ed the Throne against the measure and 
declared that the step would be produc- 
tive of great harm to the inhabitants 
instead of benefits. Furthermore that, 
as Kiangpeh merely requires develop- 
ment and its people encouragement in 
cultivating their lands now lying fallow, 
the provincial authorities at. Nanking 
could easily take the necessary steps to 
do so without putting extra burdens 
upon the Great Boards at Peking, and 
increasing the duties of the Liangki 
Viceroy which would certainly be needed 
by the creation of Kianghuai province, 
without counting the dissatisfaction of 
the inhabitants who would surely have 
to bear the burden of extra taxes in due 
course of time. The upshot of all this 
opposition is reported to have filled the 
mind of the Empress Dowager with 
misgivings and make her think that.she 
has made a blunder and acted rather 
hastily. 

Much-needed Information. 

It is stated that, with the beginning of 
May next, the Natural History and For- 
estry Classes of the Peking University, 
under their Japanese instructors, will 
visit Chefoo and thence travel leisurely 
inland to make a study of the natural 
history and physical resources of Shan- 
tung province. Itis, of course, impossible 
to expect this work to be done within the 
short time—one month—at the disposal 
of the students, but they will do as much 
as they can and then resume their work 
at the same next year until they have 
completed it, when they will take either 
Chihli or Honan province as the next 
field of operations, and so on. 

A New Official to Examine Native 

Cotton. 

The Shanghai Taotai has appointed an 
expectant district magistrate (Chihhsien) 
of this province, named Sun Hsin-yuan, to 
take charge of the Office for the Examina- 
tion of Watered Cotton, in the suburbs of 
the Native City here. Mr. Sun was In- 
spector of Water Traffic here before 
his appointment to his present post. 


The Magistrate-Designate 
of the International Mixed Court, Mr. 
Tu‘ Hsin-chih, who went last week to 
Soochow to report his arrival from Nan- 
king to Governor Hu Yuan-ting, was the 
next day, given his “Cha-tse.” or Com- 
mission, with the seal of the Governor, 
officially appointing him Magistrate of the 
International Mixed Court. ~ After a 
couple of days’ stay in Soochow Mr. Tu 
returned to Shanghai on Sunday after- 


noon and is expected to take over his 
duties from the Acting Magistate, Mr. 
Kuan Chun, some time this week. 


Extending the Good Work. 

A Shaohsing, .Ché., letter states that 
Dr. Duncan Main, of the Hangchow 
Hospital, has lately established a ‘small 
dispensary in the former city, thereby 
filling a much needed want in that 
populous place. It is also stated that 
contrary to expectation the new dispens- 
ary is joyfully welcomed by the upper 
as well as the lower classes of Shaohsing 
which has the name of being anything 
but friendly to foreigners. 


Applications for Permission to 


Resign. 

A dispatch from Peking states that 
for the fifth time in twelve months 
a memorial has been received by the 
Throne from Tséng Ch‘i, the Tartar 
General of Féngtien, Lower Man., pray- 
ing to be allowed to resign his post and 
that some capable and intelligent high 
official he appointed to succeed him. As 
a proof of his earnestness and sincerity 
Tséng Ch‘ii asked their Majesties to ap- 
point a successor within one week of the 
receipt of his memorial. A memorial has 
also been received, for the second time, 
from Sung Fan, Viceroy of the Shén- 
Kan provinces, for permission to resign 
owing to chronic illness of a serious 
nature. Neither of the memorials has 
obtained the Imperial approval.

The Waiwupu has sent a dispatch to the 
Japanese Minister in Peking, in which it is 
stated that Tséng Ch‘i, Tartar-General of 
Mukden, has reported the unwarrantable 
killing of Imperial Chinese couriers, bearing 
important Government dispatches, by 
Japanese soldiers posted‘at certain barrier 
stations. Togo into details, it is charged 
that on a certain date this month, a mem- 
ber of the Imperial Courier Post, named 
Ohih Ch‘uan, bearing important dispatches 
from the Board of War, on his way to 
Mukden was stopped antl subsequently 
killed near the rier station of Lao- 
pien, by Japanese soldiers who also 
destroyed two dispatches. On the second 
occasion two members of the military 
patrol of Hsinmintun, bearing dispstches 
from that city to Mukden, were on the road 
also killed by Japanese soldiers belonging 
to a Barrier station en route. The con- 
tention of the Waiwupu is that, whereas it 
is a universal law amony nations, and also 
in Chinese law, not to kill bearers of 
dispatches proceeding between two armies 
of nations at war with each other, all the 
more is it to be deprecated and « matter for 
surprise that bearers of dispatches belong- 
ing to a neutral nation on errands havin 
nothing to do with the belligerents shoul 
be thus unwarrantably killed. The Wai- 
wupu therefore asks that the culprits who 
were guilty, be severely punished for 
thus breaking a well-known Jaw, and also 
that as a matter of pure justice the 
families of the dead dispatch-bearers be 
indemnified for the sad losses inflicted 
upon their bread-winners.

Ar 4,33 a.m. on Saturday a fire broke 
out at No. 546, Honan Road, an opium 
shop. The alarm was ‘tung. The 
brigade found that the fire had gota 
good hold, but, nevertheless, soon man- 
aged to check it.

Ar 3.45 p.m. on Tuesday a fire was 
discovered in Mr. J. W. Cameron’s room 
at the Central Fire Station. The out- 
break started in the ceiling, and was 
caused by the fusing of the electric light 
wires. It spread rapidly downwards and 
most of the contents of the room were 
soon enveloped. The alarm was not given, 
but the Deluge Company quickly put a 
stream on and before long the fire was 
under control. About half of Mr. Came- 
ron’s personal belongings were burnt and 
considerable water damage was done to 
Mr. C. 5. Dunman’s room beneath. Mr. 
J. W. Cameron is foreman of the Deluge 
Company and unfortunately was not in- 
sured. It seems that the installation 
must have been carelessly put in. 

Shortly before 9.45 on Wednesday night 
the fire alarm was given for the Louza 
district, and a very bright glare in the sky 
in that direction told of a serious outbreak. 
Firemen with reels, and a steamer, soon 
made their appearance from all quarters, 
aud large crowds blocked up the Nanking 
Road, where the fire was locate: at a large 
medicine store.

CHURCH PARADE.

The annual Church parade of the 
Volunteers took place last Sunday. The 
heavy ;rain on Saturday did not augur 
well for the success of the parade, but - 
Sunday morning broke with a clear blue 
sky and bright sunshine, and the 8.V.O. 
accordingly turned out in good numbers. 
The corps mustered on the Bund at 
about 10.30 a.m. and at 10.45, headed by 
the band, began their march. Small 
parties fell out for the Union Church or 
St. Joseph’s, French Concession, but the 
bulk of the force marched vid Nanking 
and Kiangse Roads to the Cathedral. 
The seats in the nave had been reserved 
and with the exception of a few rows at 
the back, were filled with khaki-clad 
warriors. The congregation at the 
Cathedral was an exceptionally large 
one. The pews on either side of the nave 
were crammed to their utmost capacity, 
and long before the service commenced 
every seat in the transept was occupied. 
When the Sirius’ party arrived it was 
difficult to find seats for them and many 
late comers had to stand throughout the 
service. 

The service commenced with the hymn 
“ All people that on earth do dwell,” and — 
was fully choral throughout. Special 
lessons and a psalm were chosen for the 
occasion and Kent’s beautiful anthem, 
“Thinv, O Lord is the greatness,” was 
sung by the choir. 

The Rev. A. J. Walker, Hou. Chaplain 
to the Corps, preached, taking his text 
from I Chronicles-xxvi, 8—All these 
of the sons of Obed-edom : they and their 
sons and their brethren, able men for 
strength for the service, were three score 
and two of Obed-edom.” The preacher 
dwelt on the fact that these men were 
porters, and Levites, whose special duty 
was to guard the temple.

DESTRUCTION OF 
. TWO MINES. 


By the t. N. S. Lienshing. 


The O. N.S. Lienshing (Captain Wright) 
left Shanghai on the 16th inst, and anchored 
near the 8S. E. Promontory on Saturday, the 
18th at 3a.m. awaiting daylight to proceed. 
on ber voyage to Weibasiwei, Chefoo, and. 
Tientsin. ‘Che vessel left anchorage at 
5.30 a.m. and a sharp look-out was kept for 
any of the many mines that are obstructing 
the safe navigation of steamers in these 
waters. At 12.15 p.m. a mine of the 
spiked type was discerned about five miles 
from Weihaiwei and directly in the track 
of all vessels requiring to make for that 
port. It wasa splendidly clear day and 
the sea quite smooth. This rendered the 
target practice that followed pleasurable 
and exciting. As on a previous occasion, 
the Lieushimg steamed slowly around the 
object at about 200 yards and: this proved 
to be the safe margin only and no more. 
The rifles were then brought into play by 
the experts on board, and for ten minutes 
the mine had a hot time of it without any 
of the spikes suffering danger. By this time 
the C. N. S. Shengking, which was coming 
up to the spot, began to open fire also, but 
she did not have time to get the range ere 
aclean shot from the Lienshing carried 
conviction with it and a terrific explosion 
followed that sent a shock through the 
ship and demoralised all the snapshotters 
who had their cameras trimmed ready for 
the catastrophe. A combined column of 
fire, vapour, shell, and water arose high in 
the air and pieces of the mine fell around 
in lumps that would prove uncomfortable 
to any Sania billet that might unhappily 
receive a portion. After the concussion a 
large circle of water of glass-like smooth- 
ness was formed upon the ses, edged with 
a black scum and the atmosphere possessed 
a peculiar fume not unlike exploded 
gunpowder. 

The lessons to be learnt from the above 
episode are many and the first and most 
important is that no vessel in attempting 
to destroy a mine should approach nearer 
than 200 yards. At this distance the 
vessel obtains a shock that will shake a 
picture from its hanging, and she has the 
doubtful joy of securing a piece of the 
mine as a relic, as happened on the Lien- 
shing. The necessity of a good look- 
out, also cannot be too strongly urged, 
because even in smooth water the mines 
seem tv crop up unexpectedly, and in 
dangerous proximity. In heavy weather 
it would be almost impossible to discern 
one in the turmoil of the waves. We can 
add emphasis and say literally impossible. 
Finally, it is well to point out once more 

that this explosion of a mine occurred 
within five miles of a British leased port 
in the direct track of vessels arriving 
there; and there is a large cruiser at 
anchor in the safety of its harbour. The 
safety of the British Mercantile Marine 
has been entrusted to itself. We wonder 
if a blush cannot be stirred into the 
cheeks of those who have the power 
“to do,” but ‘‘ don’t,” 

The C, N.8. Lienshing is’ gaining a 
reputation by its efforts made to destroy 
the mines that menace the mercantile 
marine service on the Northern coast of 
China. Outof three endeavours those on 
board that steamer have succeeded in 
blowing up two of these dangerous in- 
struments of war. The only failure was 


due to the mine being s “tipping” one, | 


and the impetus of bullets was unable 
to throw the explosive over to the right 
angle, or penetrate the tough shell to 
sink it. These are really the most 
dangerous mines, When a spiked mine 
comes into view there is a sure thing on 
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to explode it if the marksmen are there 
to hit one of the many projections. 
Instantaneous with the snapping off of a 
spike a terrific report follows and the air 
is alive with the shattered shell. The 
©. N. 8. Lienshing left Chefoo on Thurs- 
day, the 23rd inst., and put into Weihai- 
wei for the night and left at daylight. 
An hour after her departure a spiked 
mine was sighted in practically the same 
position as the one exploded on the 
steamer’s. upward trip on the 18th inst. 
and directly in the track of any vessel 
entering or leaving Weihaiwei by the 
east. This duplicate proximity to the 
British leased port cannot be too strongly 
emphasised, as it shows the utter neglect 
of any precautionary methods adopted 
by the British naval authorities for the 
safety of the commerce they are sup- 
posed to protect. The Lienshing took 
up a range of rather less than 200 yards 
and opened fire upon.the enemy. After 
ten minutes’ good target practice, in 
which the mine avas repeatedly struck, a 
bullet finally carried away a spike anda 
huge column of smoke arose into the air 
with accompanying thunder. Pieces of 
shell, large and small, whirled upward 
and fell in all directions around and 
away from the shlp. An _ intuitive 
shudder is aroused at the idea of the 
doom of any ship and those on board 
should a collision occur with the infernal 
machine. 

We learn that the Lienshing has been 
fortunate in her encounters by always 
having fine weather and a smooth sea for 
her operations. A mine under these 
conditions can be seen about half 
amile off. The average time takeu by a 
ship travelling ten knots from the first 
view to having the mine abeam is about 
three minutes. The elevation of the mine 
above sea level ranges from twelve to 
fifteen inches. It doesnot requirea great 
stretch of imagination to calculate the 
hazard run by shipping in a sea strewn 
with these explosives. If heavy weather 
sets in the danger is increased at an im- 
mense bound. The waves would entirely 
obscure the object and render it impossi- 
ble to detect until the steamer is direct- 
ly beside it if she fortunately misses 
striking it. Fog is another depress- 
ing consideration if it sbuts down 
upon a ship when in the zone of 
danger. It is therefore time that some 
Power take the matter in hand to clear 
the seas of this harassing burden. No 
reliance can be placed upon Chinese 
men-of-war. We doubt-if the average 
naval warrior in that service has the 
energy or skill. It is a cryingshame that 
it should be left to the inoffensive mer- 
chantman to work out his own redemp- 
tion. 

We may add that the Chinese cruiser 
told off to clear away these mines is 
snugly in dock at Taku. 








WIRELESS 
TELEGRAPHY IN 
‘SHANGHAI. 


\ Living as wedo in the Far Kast, thousands 
of miles away from the centres of thought 
and science, yet we find ourselves in no

; modern pi Day by day the utility 

of wireless telegraphy becomes more ap- 

t, and each hour brings us nearer to 
the time when all nations will find that the 
wirelevs message is absolutely indispensa- 
ble. As the telephone and the ordinary 
telegraph have taken vy prominen} 
places in our daily life so will the wireless 
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telegraph force its way to the front, and 
future generations will wonder how we got 
along without it. Not long ago Marconi’s 
experiments and his confidence of success 
were looked upon with almost an icy 
countenance by the electrical experts of 
the world ; so many had failed. But when 
the youthful Marconi made his momentous 
pronouncement, and sent a measax,e across 
the Atlantic, a new epoch in the commer- 
cial history of the world began. Other 
systems simultanevusly developed, and the 
usefulness of the wireless telezraphic 
instrument—in war, and in peaceful 
agp ae quickly became evident. 

he development has been very rapid. 
It has not take long for it to become 
necessary to formulate a system in Eng- 
land whereby messages can be sent or 
received by the business man from ships 
passing along the coasts ; and for works 
to be fitted up in Shanghai, and other 
parts of the Far East, where instruments 
can be tuned up or tested. 

Messrs, Arnhold, Karberg & Co. have 


been appoirited the agents for China and | durin 


Manchuria for the “Telefunken” system, 
which is an amalgamation of the Braun- 
Siemens and Slaby-Arco systems. The 
firm has a central depét in Shanghai for 
the Far East (extending from India to 
Japan, and including Singapore, Bang- 
kok, and Hongkong), where a large stock 
of wireless telegraphic instruments are 
kept, rendering them able to fit up land 
or sea stations, and to supply portable 
military field stations. 

Already stations have been fitted up 
in Bangkok and in Saigon for the 
French Government. The German, 
American, Swedish,jand Austrian navies 
have definitely decided in favour of 
the “Telefunken” system, while Eng- 
land and Italy have fitted out their 
navies with wireless telegraphy on the 
“Marconi” system. It is therefore 
evident that only the “ Telefunken” 
and “ Marconi” systems are so far con- 
sidered capsble of fulfilling the require- 
ments of modern practice. 

Wireless telegraphy forms a most inter- 
esting study even to those uninitiated in 
the technicalities of telegraphy or elec- 
tricity generally. At their offices in Kiu- 
kiaug Road Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg 
and Co. have a station fitted up, from 
whence they are able to transmit and 
receive message, and also a station at 
thef,Soy Chee Mills. When one visits a 
station and is shown how messages are 
trausmitted and received. the system 
appears simple enough, but on going into 
the matter carefully one begins to realise 
the stupendous labour devoted to the 
development of wireless telegraphy dur- 
ing the last few years by the celebrated 
scientists and engineers, and to appreciate 
the wide technical knowledge and skill 
required to fit up, repair, and adjust such 
stations. For this reason at the work- 
shops of Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg & Co., 
excluding the electrical engineering staff, 
two engineers and one foreign fitter, and 
a trained Chinese staff are employed, 
so that all instruments are thoroughly 
tested before being sent out, and 
customers may be sure of getting 
their apparatus correctly fitted and 
adjusted. At the rear of. their pre- 
mises Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg have two 
aerial conductors erected on the roof 

_ of their godown, These wires are 
suspended by insulators attached to 
bainbuo masts, and lead down to the 
apparatus room on the ground fl or of 
their offices. It is not our purpose to 
describe technically the instraments in 
this apparatus room, but to refer to 
only those which must be mentioned in 
describing the method of transmitting and 
receiving messages from and at the station. 
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wave passes down the aerial wire. With 
this system it is possible to receive from 
one aerial wire messages from two differeat 
sources differing in wave length, it only 
i instal a second 
receiving to record the 
message from the second receiviug station. 
This triumph of scientific research be- 
longs entirely to the “‘ Telefunken” system. 
In connection with this side of the 
question the Telefunken Co. have devised 
a@ measuring instrument by means of 
which the length of waves can be mea- 
sured to an exactitude, and the necessary 
apparatus installed exactly to coincide 
with these oscillations. 

The distance which messages may be 
transmitted by wireless telegraphy is 
essentially determined by the size 
of the aerial-conducting net used 
for the radiation and the reception 
of the electric waves, the extreme 
dimensions being those of a funnel 
arrangement swung between towers sixty 
metres or more in height, The 
larger - these nets the greater the 
source of power required to supply them 
with the electrical energy necessary for 
this radiation. With this mastery of the 
technicalities of electric oscillation, the 
distance achieved is a mere question of . 
the size of the station. And yet despite 
even ample dimensions, it must be ad- 
mitted that, under certain atmospheric 
conditions, the transmission of dis- 
patches, may occasionally suffer interrup- 
tion. Such disturbances, however, only 
last for a short time before and after a 
storm, 

The question is often asked, How can 
you send a message when you do not 
know the exact whereabouts of the 
objective ? The answer is that in pro- 
ducing distant effects by. means of elec- 
trict waves, as in wireless telegraphy, 
the energy of undulations is spread 
equally through space in every 
direction around the transmitting aerial 
wire. Accordingly, whoever makes use 
of electric waves for telegraphing, con- 
signs his dispatches to space. Suppose 
an instrument transmits messages for 300 
miles, if the objective is within an area 
of that distance then it is received. The 
consigner cannot prevent a third party 
from receiving his message. Of course the 
reading of the signals may be rendered 
very difficult by all sorts of artifices such 
as secret codes. 

At Messrs, Arnhold, Karberg & Uo.’s 
station at Soy Chee Mills the aerial con- 
ductor is attached to two tall chimneys, 
the wire stretching across a space between 
them, and being carried down to. an ap- 
‘paratus room where messages can be 
received or transmitted. If the men-of- 
war in the vicinity of Shanghai wish to 
tune their instruments they can do so by 
communicating with Soy Chee Mills. From 
the latter station messages can be easily 
sent 160 milles, and with additional 
power over three hundred miles, The 
station in Kiukiang Road is used princi- 
pally for demonstrations, but messages 
could be sent from there to a consider- 
able distance. A little time back an ap- 
paratus was erected from the China 
Telegraph Co.’s offices to Hongkew, in 
order that a demonstration might be 
given. 

The cost of fitting up wireless tele- 
graphy shows a striking reduction when 
compared with the cost of a submarine 
cable. In military operations the labour 
saved by wireless telegraphy is en- 
ormous, although of course in the latter 
case the enemy may be able to tap the 
messages, should they be provided with 
instruments tuned to the same wave- 


length. 








































As this station is only for communicating 
with a second testing station, situated 
at the Soy Chee Mills, a distance of some 
three miles, the aerial network is of am- 
ple dimensicns. Electric power for the 
supply of the apparatus is obtained from 
the private central station at the rear of 
Messrs, Burkill and Sons’ godown, which 
supplies this block of buildings with 
electricity. It may be noted, however, 
thatall current from the Municipal supply 
is equallysuitable. Eachstation consists 
of two distinct sets of apparatus, viz., the 
transmitting and the receiving apparatus. 
The aerial conductor is common to both: 
—{1). Aerial conductors. For the pur- 
pose of mechanical stability phosphor 
bronze wire is used for the serial con- 
ductor for fixed stations, and steel wire for 
the military transportable field stations. 
The insulation of the wires is effected by 
insulators specially designed for the pur- 
pose. Each aerial conductor is earthed 
directly by means of a lightning switch 
thunderstorms, or during such 
periods as the apparatus is not in use, 
this- serving as a lightning protector 
fer buitdings in the vicinity. 
(2). Transmitting apparatus, This is 
gub-divided into two parts, (a) the low 
tension circuit and (b) the high tension 
circuit. (a) Low tension circuit. ‘The 
current from the supply mains (when using 
the continous curreut) passes through a 
resistance for regulating te strength of it, 
and around the primary winding of an 
induction coil, through a iece of appara- 
tas known as a mercury interrupter, 
and back to the mains, A Morse key is 
placed in this circuit and may be made 
and broken at will. Upon pressing the 
key the current flows through the primary 
winding of the interrupter, which makes 
or breaks the momentary current at the 
rate of some 2,00) interruptions per 
minute. (b). The effect of this momentari- 
ly interrupted current flowing around the 
winding of the induction coil is to cause an 
induced alternating circuit of very high 
intensity to flow around the winding of 
the secondary coil, The two ends of this 
secondary winding are connected directly 
to a spark gap mounted on the top of a 
piece of apparatus which contains Ley- 
den jars, and a set of windings by means 
of which the frequency of the oscillations, 
or electric waves, may be regulated. 
Receiving apparatus and accessories : 
in the construction of the receiving 
apparatus delicate and sensitive parts 
are, a8 far as possible, avoided. The 
effect of the electric wave or oscillation 
is as follows ;—Passing down the aerial 
conductor at the receiving station the 
“ wave” passes throngh a primary coil 
and thence through a condenser to earth. 
An induced current is set up in a second- 
ary coil, which flows through a coherer. 
This coherer consists of a hermetically 
sealed glass tube from which the air has 
been exhausted. Attached to connec- 
tions at each end are two silver 
plugs having a V-shaped space between 
them of about one-eighth inch in width 
at the widest parr. In this V-shaped slot 
filings consisting of nickel and silver in 
the proportions of 96 to 4 are placed. The 
effect of the ‘‘ wave ” passing through these 
filings is to cause them to otick together or 
ohera. Directly this tukes place a sma'l 
current flows from a smail dry cel through 
the filings aud through the coils of a highly 
sensitive relay. ‘Lhis causes a {08s 
tongue in the relay t» be attracted to a 
contact which in turn connects a more 
powerful battery. tue current from which 
passes thr ugh the coile of a Morse writ- 
iog instrument and also through the coils 
ofa a The effect of this tapper is to 
cause & mer to tap the coherer, causing 
the filings to drop spart, thus rendering 
them ready to cohere again when the next 
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Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg & Oo. are 
conducting negotiations for the fitting up 
of stations locally, and we may soon have 
the wireless telegraph in daily use in the 
Settlement.

A POLISH LADY FROM 
PORT ARTHUR. 


The following is the report of a recent 
interview with a Polish lady, who is a 
refugee here from Port Arthur :— 


Mais, cétait terrible! Yes, I stayed 
during the whole of the siege. Powrquoi 
pas? I wanted to see war, and I had no 
fear. My sister was with me in Port 
Arthur two years before the’ war broke 
out, but at the commencement she left 
to return to our home in Poland—not very 
far from Warsaw. It was well; she hada 
family, but I was all alone, and I wanted 
to see la guerre. Mais, cétait terrible! 
No, I had no fear; where so many were 
dying what did it matter one iore or 
less? N’importe! But I could not gaze 
upon our dead soldiers—the blinding tears 
obscured my vision; but the seur de 
charité with me was always in the 
hospitals. She was good. The dying

What do you say about Poland? Is 
there a new Governor-General? And he 
attended mass in the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral at Warsaw? He also paid his 
respects to the Archbishop? Yes, it is 
interesting, mais, pourquoi? To con- 
ciliate the Poles! But it is too late. 
What does it matter? No, I do not care 
Cela mest égal ! 


Yes, I have told you I dare not go to 
the hospitals. I cannot look upon our 
dead soldiers. But we have done much. 
We have made three thousand garments 
for the soldiers and many warm socks. 
But they were grateful! On the cold 
nights, too, we have taken refreshments 
to the weary sentries as they kept unceas- 
ing watch on the ramparts. Tea? Yes, 
they liked tea, but, Mon Dieu, they 
want cigarettes ; c’est toujours les cigaret- 
tes. But, sometimes, they did not want 
them—they did not want anything more. 
Their eyes were closed; perhaps they were 
sleeping after the fatigues of the day? 
Yes, they were sleeping—they would 
never wake up again. The Japanese 
bullets had found a resting-place ! 

The Japanese, oh! yes, they are terri- 
ble! ils ne craignent absolument rien, 
neither the cold nor the pain, not even 
death. And they all looked so well fed. 
They had enough to eat, and they were 
well clothed, and, oh! so clean. But the 
Russian soldiers; ah! what a contrast! 
I wonder if the Little Father knows! 
But he is a long way off—a very long way 
off. Mon Dieu, and the end is not yet. 
Yes, the war is the work of Alexeieff, 
sans doute. Stéssel, ob, yes! what is he? 
But the soldiers know. And so the Eng- 
lish think that Kuropatkin is a great 
general. So he is. But the Japanese; 
these devils ; they are co small, but they 
are very brave. They fear nothing at 
all. Yes, they were good to me when 
I was in Japan—they keep a good table, 
and they are so cleau. Yes, I like the 
bath very much, myself, but these little 
Japanese! They are terrible! 

What do you say about Dr. Morrison ? 
Oh! yes, he writes for the English papers. 
Did he say that there was plenty of 
everything to'eat when Port Arthur fell ? 
What does he know ? We had black bread, 
but no meat. The bakers all went away. 
Yes, we had horse flesh, and donkey 
flesh, too. Oh! I like the doukey 
flesh, it is like veal. The horse flesh 
is too strong. I cannot eat it. But 
Iam tired. «von Dieu, this place is dull. 
I like the music and the dance. The 
French are very gay; but the English are 
sober. An revoir, Monsieur. Schlafen sie 
wohl. Good-bye. 


Chief. ‘The last of the great men,” says 
Mr. Drage, “I have chosen, to represent 
the ideals: by which Russia is animated 
and the work she is doing, is General 
Kuropatkin, the man on whom the mantle 
of the famous General Skobeleff has 
fallen, and who has been since 1898 
Minister of War. He is the most brilli- 
] ant soldier and one of the most capable 
' administrators in the service of the Czar. 
Practically in the prime of life, endowed 
with indomitable will and untiring indus- 
try, the strictest of disciplinarians, he is 
gentle and modest in manner. He has 
had more that thirty-five years of milit- 
ary service, and has won the affection 
and respect of all who have served under 
him. He has studied the practice of 
war under - great chief, and has an 
intimate knowledge of the peoples of 
the East, and the balance of power in 
Asia.” Mr. Drage goes on to recount his 
services. In 1868, when he was only 
twenty, he won the orders of St. Stanis- 
laus and St. Anne for distinguished 
gallantry at the storming of Samarkand. 
From 1871 to 1874 he was studying at 
the Staff College, and in 1875 Captain 
Kuropstkin was sent on & special mission 
to France and Germany, and took part 
in an expedition from Algiers to the 
Sahara, where he earned the knighthood 
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of the Legion of Honour. He returned 
to Central Asia, and gained the crosses 
of St. George and St. Vladimir in the re- 
duction of the Khanate of Kokand. In 
the war against Turkey in 1877, Lieut.- 
Col. Kuropatkin was Chief of Staff to 
Skobeleff, and greatly distinguished him- 
self at Plevna. In 1877 he was a Pro- 
fessor at the Staff College, but in 1880 he 
was on'active service again, commanding 
_the Turkestan Rifles in the reduction of 
Kuldja. He also led reinforcements, by 
a most brilliant and difficult flank march, 
to Skobeleff who was fighting the Tekke 
Turcomans. He led the southern column 
which forced the entrenchment of Yangi 
Kala on the 21st of January 1881, and 
three days later led one of the columns 
in the famous assault and capture of 
-Geok Tepe. This was his last period of 
active service before the present war, but 
he was unceasingly engaged in the in- 
terval in improving the organisation of 
the Russian armies, and in conducting on 
wise lines the government of Transcaspia. 
It is known that he elaborated a modi- 
fied and extended edition of Skobeleff’s 
plan of campaign for the invasion of 
India. Mr. Drage concludes his account 
with an extract from a speech made by 
Geueral Kuropatkin at Askabad in 1897 ; 
“Throughout our frontier conterminous 
with China we have had no disturbance 
for more than acentury. 1 am led: to 
mention these significant facts in order 
to show that our policy in Asia is essen- 
tially a peaceful one, and that we are 
perfectly satisfied with our present boun- 
daries.”

As the early bird catches 
the worm, so does the early purchaser 
secure whatever inthe way of novelties 
may come Shanghaiwards, and now that 
our numerous stores are receiving their 
spring and summer goods from home, it is 
wise to find out as early as possible what 
they may comprise. 

I have a little friend at home whose 
mind is almost entirely engrossed by the 
subject of dress, who occasionally writes 
to me, and as some of her remarks may 
prove of interest to those of my readers 
who are contemplating the replenishmont 
of their wardrobe, I herewith give them. 


Dame Fashion’s Decrees. 


My Drear——,, I have just remembered 
that ,if I have to send you any 
fashion news I must do so promptly, 
otherwise you will have chosen your sum- 
mer gowns and hats, and my efforts on 
your behalf will be useless. 

The early Victorian slope of shoulder 
is, I regret to record, rapidly disappear- 
ing, and is now replaced by an 
aggressively square appearance. Every- 
thing about an up-to-date gown is made 
to stand out, excepting the waist line, 
which is made tolock as trim as possible 
by means of a wide belt, preferably made 
with a point. 

Draped bodices have come to stay, and 
are in most cases infinitely becoming. 

An effective trimming that your Chinese 
tailor might be able to accomplish, is 
machine stitching done with heavy floss 
silk. It makes a most effective hem. 

If any of your friends are about to be 
married tell them that it is no longer 
considéred necessary for a bride to 
wear gloves, and that the untidy 
appearance which so often attends the 
arrangement of the bridal veil may be 
avoided by arranging it on a ring formed 
of white millinery wire which is fastened 
to the ‘hair undernezth the orange 
blossom.

The style of dressing the hair is less 
bouffante, consequently the prevailing 
mode in hats is undergoing a similar 
change. 


Sleeves, etc. 

The sudden change in the matter of 
sleeves is the most notable change in our 
garments, and is the most difficult to 
surmount when trying to give a last 
season’s gown an up-to-date appearance. 
In some cases it is possible to attain 
what is wanted by reversing the posi- 
tion of the sleeve and by that means 
removing the fulness that was erstwhile 
atthe wrist or elbow, on to the shoulder, 
where it may be fulled into the fashion- 
able puff. Guaging thg material down 
the seams is a popular way of forming 
the sleeves, but tailor-made gowns still 
remain staunch to the straight cut sleeve, 
similar to those of the orthodox habit 
coat. The little French coatee is likely 
to remain in vogue for some time, by 
reason of the advantage it holds 
in being as useful as it is smart. 

The collarless coat will probably be 
much patronised throughout the summer. 

The newest evening wraps are made in 
the new variation of Inverness cloak, 
which has full sleeves caught into the 
wrists by means of an elastic band. 

The old-fashioned habit bodice is with 
us once again and looks especially smart, 
accompanied with small cavalier cuffs, and 
trimmed with Hussar braid. Lace and 
ribbons will enter largely into the con- 
struction of summer materials, amongst 
which printed muslins and gauzes will 
reign supreme. 

Dyed Shantung silk in old rose, willow 
blue, and pale green, makes exquisite 
gowns, and ought to be easily attainable 
now that Shanghai boasts of European 
dye works.

In a sentence he ‘had unwittingly ex- 
presse.. the main thought underlying the life 
of the Rand. The Market—you must spell 
it with a very big capital in Johannesburg— 
always the Market. Empires may fall and 
dynasties pass away, wars rage and great 
upheavals of nature lay waste the earth. 
But here the first thought is always “ Will 
it affect the Market?’? whis is all that 
matters; this is the only consideration of 
importance. God made the world that 
there might ba a Market. : 

Man as a maas is always inclined to be 
parochial. The affairs of his own little 
corner affect him more than the tragedies 
of another hemisphere. But the paro- 
chialism of the Rand stands alone. Indeed 
it is really something more than paro- 
chialiam. It is a curious warping of the 
intellect, a mental distortion, which induces 
the sufferer to take a peculiar view of the 
world. ‘The Rand is not deaf to the 
ululations of the nations. Indeed its hear- 
ing is remarkably acute. But everything 
is dulled and confused by the noise of the 
Market. It is not concerned with a world 
tendency by reason of its historical or 
social importance, but simply because it 
may have some financial bearmg. 

‘The tyranny of the Market is reflected 
in the everyday life of the aty. There is 
no room, no time, for anything else. The 
Market is be-all and end-all of 
existence. It is the only thing which is 
serious; the only thing worth studying. 

Go into half a dozen book shops in 
Johannesburg and study the stock. It will 
not take you long. y of. newspapers 
(they report the Market)—a fair supply of 

ular illustrated magazines—a consider- 
able selection of novels. This is the mental 
lum of the chief city of South Africa,

the world. Ask for an up-to-date volume 


» or for any of Lord Curzon’s 
works, and you will be regarded with 
astonishment. The Market has no use for 
these things. The Market has no fime 
for art, or music, or religion, or anything 
else save an occasional bet. Everywhere the 
Market. In. the tea-rooms, in the public 
bars, in the theatres, on the race-course, In 
the streets, nothing but the ebernal jargon 
of opbions, shares, assays, cores; nothing 
but the conversation of the Stock Exchange. 

Away fin the quiet suburbs at might 
there may be men whose thoughts do not 
centre on to-morrow’s prices, who do not 
dream of the opening of the Market. sut 
they do not count om the Rand. No one 
counts if he is not connected with the

Market; no one is worth listening to if 
he is not associated with some financial 
corporation. The Market—with the Mines, 
for the two are one—rules the newspapers, 
rules the Town Council, rules politics. ‘he 
Market rules the Rand. Johannesburg is 
without a soul; the Market takes its place. 

And to this Market and Mammon worship 
must be attributed the humiliating position 
the Transvaal] holds in the world. Of all 
the Colonies of the Empire she is the last 
to arrest attention or to carry weight. 
With ali ther boasted wealth, with 
all her talk of “more brains to the square 
mile,”’ etc., her influence in the politics of 
the world is infinitesimal. The world 
knows that her voice is simply the cry of 
some Interest, the ululation of some group 
of cosmopolitan capitalists in mortal fear 
jest a few shillings should be cut off thetr 
profits, and the Market be thereby affected. 
The Rand has not one man worthy of being 
called a statesman, not one man capable 
of making a speech which will carry 
‘weight, not one man whom the common 
people can accept as absolutely free from 
the influence of some financial house. Most 
of the politicians of the Rand have some 
axe to grid; and those who have not, 
nin in the hope of attaining that state of 
bliss. 


One does not hear mueh of the Church in 
the Rand newspapers; but a sum of 
£25,000 passed through the totalisator on 
the race-course in one afternoon. You 
rarely find a good literary article in the 
Rand Press; but the Market is reported 
at great length. You seldom hear an in- 
telligent discussion of a public ‘question; 
but everyone is prepared to explain why 
Moses’ A’s went down threepence in the 
course of half an hour.

at night carry loaded pistols as a pro- 
tection against robbers: the illicit enor 
traffic has attamed enormous proportions. 
But Johannesburg takes these things 
quietly. After all they do not matter 
verv much. They de not affect the Market. 

The sanitarv service is on the bucket 
system; the suburban roads are full of huge 
holes; many of the maim streets are in 
absolute darkness at night. But all is 
well.

UNWIN’S COLONIAL 
LIBRARY. 





In reference to Unwin’s Colonial 
Library, we learn that Mr. Unwin is 
adding to this series a novel by Miss 
Mabel Barnes-Grundy, author of “A 
Thames Camp” entitled “The Vacilla- 
tions of Hazel.” The London “ Morning 
Leader” says of the Book :—“ Heather- 
land—Thirty years ago there was no 
quainter or more picturesque district, 
and none richer in archeological 
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interest, in the whole of England than 
the little peninsula that runs into the sea 
between the mouths of the Dee and the 
Mersey. A huge slice of it has new 
become a mere residential suburb of 
Liverpool; railways and tunnels and 
bridges have opened 'it up. It now owns 
a golf links and an Eiffel tower and other 
attractions, and excursionists of all kinds 
overrunit. But even yet especially on 
the Dee-side, it retains much of its 
beauty, and, in places, its out-of-the- 
world charm. In this delightful spot 
Miss Mabel Barnes-Grundy has laid the 
scene of her vivacious story, “ The Vacil- 
lations of Hazel.” Heatherland, where 
the capricious but fascinating little 
heroine has her home, is probably 
Heswall, from which one looks out of 
velvet geenery “across the sands of 
Dee,” Here we find Hazel, a bright, 
imaginative, impulsive creature, living 
with her mother and her sister Angela, 
the last a prosaic, vigorous, virtuous, and 
unsympathetic Philistine. Hazel’s esca- 
pades, her narrow escape from a “ cul- 
tured” London literary man, and her 
awakening tothe fact that she was in 
love with her old friend and comrade 
who adored her, make avery pleasant 
and enjoyable story. The author's 
triumph is perhaps in her drawing of the 
character of Aunt Menelophe, a dear old 
worldly-wise lady, with a sense of humour 
even stronger than that of Hazel, who 
acts as fairy godmother. ‘The Vacil- 
lations of Hazel” isa delightful book- 

Mr. Unwin is also issuing a Colonial 
edition of George Gissing’s “By the 
Ionian Sea,” a book which contrasting 
almost startlingly with the powerful but 
gloomy studies of London life which 
made the author's fame is by many 
critics reckoned his best work. It con- 
sists of chapters of narrative, descrip- 
tion, and reflection, the results of a 
ramble in that part of Southern Italy 
which is least visited by tourists. Across 
the mountains of Calabria, then from 
Taranto to Reggio, along the lovely 
shore which once was Magna Grecia, 
the writer wandered as it pleased him in 
solitude thinking of the old world and 
observing the life of to-day. Full of 
poetical feeling and refined classical - 
scholarship, it is a piece of literature 
which has enduring value.

Motes Bros v. WHEELOCK & Co, 


Mr. Duncan McNeill appeared for the 
plaintiffs, ‘and Mr. R. N. Macleod for 
the defendants. 

His Lerdship, in giving judgment at 
length, dismissed the case upon the 
ground of the illegality of the 
transaction upon which the plaintiffs 
relied. His Lordship added that he had 
carefully considered the question of 
costs, and he had decided in dismissing 


‘the case to dismiss it with costs. 


Mr. McNeill said that he did not be- 
heve that any instance would be found 
in the records of the Court of costs being 
awarded to a defendant who had no honest 
defence to the action, and who had only 
succeeded upon a point of law raised by 


the judge himself, and decided by him in 
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opposition to the general feeling of the 
jury regarding the merits of the case, 
and he thought under the circumstances 
great injustice had been done to his 
clients. 

His Lordship said that in the course 
of his experience on the bench this was 
the firet time that he had ever been 
accused of wilfully doing an injustice. 
Had he been staying here he would have 
had to take some notice of it. ; 

Mr. McNeill desired that his Lord- 
ship would take some notice of it. 

His Lordship said that he was quite 
content to leave the matter to the feel- 
ing of the Bar. 

Mr. McNeill repeated his statement 
that he considered that a serious in- 
justice had been done his clients. 

His Lordship said that under those 
circumstances he should decline to hear 
Mr. MeNeill on any matter until he 
apologised. 

The Court then rose. 


Judgment. ' 

This suit was heard before me, and on 
the demand of the plaintiffs, it was tried 
with a Jury. 

The plaintiffs claim from the defendants 
the sum of £350 which they say the de- 
fendanta agreed to pay to them under the 
circumstances stated in their petition. 
Some of these circumstances are disputed 
by the defendants but it is admitted that 
the defendants were acting as brokers for 
the s,s. Telias «nd were authorised to find 
acharter for her at the rate of £1,800 a 
month, that the plaintiffs were informed 
of this by the defendants, that the plain- 
tiffs thereupon offered her to R. Perez & 
Co. at £2,150 a month, and R. Perez & Co. 
agreed to take a charter of her at £2,150 a 
month, that the plaintiffs informed the 
defendants that R. Perez & Co. had 
agreed to take the vessel and pay foc her 
at the-rate of £2,150 a mouth but the 
owners were only to receive £1,800 a 
month, the amount they had asked, and 
that the difference of £350 a month was to 
be paid to the parties interested. The 
agents of the owners and the master were 
made acquainted with thesv facts and 
thereupon with the approval of the agent 
and the master and of tue plaintiffs a 
charter was made to the defendants at 
£1,800 a month and anvther charter from 
the defendants to R Perez & Uo. at 
£2,150 a month, and the following letters 
passed between the plaintiffs and the 
defendants as to the difference of £350 a 
mouth :—

The hire of the vessel was payable in 
advance, and the first month’s hire of 
£2,150 was received from R. Perez & 
Co. by the defendants, and the defen- 
dants accounted for £1,800 ot this to 
the agents of the owners and paid 
£350 to the plaintiffs. When the second 
month’s hire fell due, it was also received 
by the defendants, who accounted as 
before for £1,800 to the agents of the 
owners, but paid the £350 not to the 
plaintiffs but to R. Perez & Co. R. Perez 
& Co. were afterwards asked to pay this 
sum to the plaintiffs, but they refused 
and claim to retain it for their own use. 
The plaintiffs say that they, the plaintiffs, 
are entitled to it, and now seek to re- 
cover it from the defendants, 

The plaintiffs say that when they went, 
to Perez & Co. and offered the Tellus at 
£2,150 they had themselves an option of 
the steamer from the defendants up to a 
certain hour at £1,800, that Perez & Co. 
having agreed to give £2,150 they 
exercised the option they had at £1,800, 
and that they and certain persons named 
Weill and Bahr, with whom they agreed 
to share it, are the parties referred to 
in the letters of the 14th December as 
interested in the rebate of £350. 

One of the plaintiffs, Mr. Eric Moller, 
by whom all the arrangements with 
Perez & Co. were made, gave evidence 
and in the course of his examisation in 
chief, when asked how he came to be first 
concerned in the case said :— 

“T had the first intimation from A. W. 
Bahr, of Hopkins, Dunn & Co. He told 
me there would possibly be a cargo in 
the market shortly but it would have to 
be done quietly. He said general cargo. 
He did not tell me whose cargo. He 
did not know. He referred me to « person 
or party who know where the cargo was, 
he named the party Mr A. Weill. I went 
to see Mr. W eill—we talked over the matter, 
I gathered from him his requirements for 
the cargo. He was told how large the ship 
was wanted, when she was to be ready. We 
talxed over this; the financial state to make 
the business go through was not ripe. Ar- 
rangements had not been made for finan- 
cing it. It was a valuable cargo. He men- 
tioned the value. I think it was about 
$800,00'. That was all we. did, except 
that [gave him an idea how we were to 
convey that cargo from this port to the 
other port. I showed him other charters, 
and we agreed upon a time basis. te told 
me he would let me know so soon as he had 
wire from Paris saying to go on with the 
business. He telephoned me aa soon as he 
got a telegram, “Recd the necessary con- 
firmation.” 

Then afterwards he said :—'tI did come 
and got the refusal of the vessel till 4 o’clock 
at £1,800. I went with that refusal to Mr. 
Weill, gave him the full particulars. told 
him that I had to protect Mr. Bahr’s in- 
terest and my own, and then he told me he 
wanted something before the ship wa: lid 
before the people. We finally arranged 
that a surplus of £350 was to be added on 
the £1,800. This was to cover the benefit 
to Bahr, myself, and to Weill. When this 
was agreed upon he took me round to in- 
troduce me to the people who had that carzo; 
that was R. Perez & Co. I was introduced. I 
told Perez that I would give him the vessel 
for £2,150 net on a time basis per mensem. 
After making certain calculations to see 
if the price suited he said: Mr. Moller, I 
accept your offer, but he wanted an old 
proforma charter to look it over. Finally 
he said he would take the vessel and he

wanted the charter to lay it before M. 
Tillot, a legal adviser to hia firm, I said 
very well, but as my refusal for the 
steamer was to 4 o’clock I must go round 
and get it extended. I did go round 
and get it. I went round to my office to 
get a used charter party for Vladivostock 
work. Brought it to Weill’s office. It 
was perused (Perez and Weill were at 
Perez’s office), passed satisfactorily, and so 
far as I was concerned the charter was 
concluded with me.. As soon as this was 
accomplished 1 went round to Wheelock 
& Co., told them the vessel was fixed at” 
their figure. Mr. Thos. Wheelock was 
there. I don’t know whether there was 
anyone else. I told him that the people 
who would sign the charter party were 
Perez & Co.; that the figure I had 
arranged with them was £2,160 net. That 
the difference between the £1,800 and 
£2,150 I was responsible for it to 


‘the parties interested.” Afterwards in 


his evidence the plaintiff said: “No 
comment whatever was made at this time 
on the £350 except that Mr. Thos. Whee- 
lock asked me if it was for Perez and Co. 
I distinctly told him No! Mentioning at 
the same time the money had to be paid 
to me as I was responsible to the two 
parties—Mr. Weil) and Mr. Bahr.” 

And still later on he says:—“ Mr. 
Perez was led to believe that the 
absolute net rate was £2,150 and that the 
charter was to be brought round that 
night for signature. No mention was 
made of the rebate of £350, none what- 
ever.” 

Eventually, as already stated, two char- 
ter-parties were ma‘e out, one from the 
agents of the steamer to Wheelock 
& Co. at £1,800, and: the other from 
Wheel:ck & Co. to R. Perez & Co. at 
They were made out on the 
plaintiffs’ forms at the top of which is 
printed ‘ Moller Bros., Ship, Cual, Oil 
and Freight Brokers,” and the old charter 
party shown by Mr. Moller tc Mr. Perez 
was made out on the same form. A letter 
which was put in addressed by the 
plaintiffs to the agents of the steamer 
dated the 7th, of December (the 7th 
it is suggested being a mistake). is 
signed © Moller Bros,. Brokers” and 
another «dated 9th December addressed 
by the plaintiffs to the defendants is signed 
inthe same way. Further Mr. Moller 
claimed from the defendanfs a share of 
the brokerage, payable to them by the ship 
and it was ayreed that the brokerage 
should be divided equally and half the 
brokerage has since been paid by the de- 
fendants to the plaintiffs. Mr. Moller ex- 
plains this by saying that he asked for this 
in order to give it to his clerk who took a 
part in arranging the charter, but it is 
admitted that this arrangement was not 
known to the defendants, . . 

-At the end of this plaintiff's evidence I 
thought it was clear that he hid acted as 
a broker throughout, and it appeared to 
me that if that were so the claim made in 
this suit was not one in which-he was en- 
titled to the assistance of the Court to 
recover but on -asking the jury whether 
they were satisfied that he acted as broker . - 
they said they were not satisfied 
that he had acted entirely as broker 
and as the  learned- counsel for 
the plaintiffs appeared confident 
in.the perfect correct ess of the arrange- 
ment as lo the difference of £35%, I con- 
sidered it in the interest of all concerned 
to allow the case to proceed and the whole 
of the evidence to be taken. 

At the close of the case I put certain 
questions tu the jury to elicit their view as 
to the facts in dispute. I informed them 
that I abstained from making any remarks 
on the law bearing on the case, but, that, 
if they desired to find a verdict. for the 
plaintiff or the defendant, as they were. 
entitled to do, I should, before they did 
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so, charge them as to the law to be taken 
into consideration in arriving at a verdict. 


them unanimously, but it was agreed that 
the finding of the majority should be 
‘ accepted. No general verdict was taken. 

At the close of the trial, counsel for the 
plaintiffs having obtained leave to move 
that judgment be entered for the plaintiffs 
on the findings of the jury, I intimat- 
ed then that on the hearing of that 
motion I should like to hear counsel.on 
the point whether the agreement sued 
upon was an illegal or immural agreement 
such as the Court ought not to enforce. 

Counsel having first argued the po‘nt 
whether on the findings of the jury the 
‘plaintiffs were entitled to judgment, 1 
heard counsel for the plaintiffs on the 
question of illegality, counsel fur the de- 
fendant not desiring to be heard on the 
qiestion. 

I shall consider this latter question 

first, 
‘  T have no doubt whatever that the agree- 
ment upon which the plaintiffs rest their 
case ie both immoral and legal. The theory 
that they have an option at £1,860 and 
exercised that option, thereby themselves 
becoming charterers is untenable, and the 
fact of their having any such option is 
expressly negatived by the jury. I have no 
doubt whatever that the plaint:ffs in 
negotiating this charter acted ostensibly 
as brokers throughout, as _ brokers 
vis a vis Perez & Co. as well -as vis 
& vis the defendants. They represented to 
Perez & Co. by the forms they used that 
they were acting as brokers ; their nxmes 
- as brokers appeared on the specimen 
charter-party tirst shown to Mr. Perez, and 
it appeared in the charter-party eventually 
signed by Wheelock &Co, to which the 
plaintiffs obtained R. Perez &.Co.’s signa- 
ture. By presenting that charter-party to 
R. Perez & Co. for signature they repre- 
sented that they were acting as brokers in 
the making of a charter between Wheelock 
& Co. and R. Perez & Co., and that 
Wheelock & Co. were to receive for the 
useand hire of the steamer £2,150 wonthly, 
whereas the agreement relied on is that 
Wheelock & Co. were not to receive that 
sum for the use and hire of the steamer, 
but to receive only £1,800 of is for the use 
and hire of the steamer and £350 of it on 
behalf of the plaintiffs, who. although they 
had acted as brokers for Perez & Co, had 
concealed from them the fact that they 
were to Feccive it. 


That under such circumstances a broker 
is not entitled to retain for his own use 
money 80 obtained is clearly laid down in 
numerous cases. _ 

Cockburn, C. J., in delivering the judg- 
ment of the Court in Morrison v. Thompson 
(1874 L. R. 9.Q. EB. 480), where a prin- 
cipal claimed from his brokers secret com- 
mission which the latter had received, 
after reviewing the cases thus sums up: 


‘“‘The law on the subject is well 
and compendiously stated in Story 
on Agency, 8s. 211, in the following 


terms: ‘Indeed it may bs laid down asa 
general principle, that, in all cases when a 
person is either actually or constructively 
_ an agent for other persons, all profits and 
advantayes made by him in the business, 
beyond his ordinary -compensation, are tu 
be for the benefit of his employers.’ . . . 
In our judgment the result of these 
_ authorities is, that whilst an agent is bound 
to account to his principal or employer for 
all profits made by him in che course of 
his employment or service, and is compelled 


They auswered the questions, not all of

| the plaintiff said: ‘‘ We talked this over, 


“This was precisely the case in regard 
to the mouey in question acquired by the 
defendant in the course of bis employment 
without the knowledge or sanction of the 
plaintiff; it was actually in his hands, sub- 
ject to an immediate duty to hand it over 
to his employer. Under such circum- 
stances the money, being the property of 
the employer, can only be regarded as held 
for his use by the agent, and must con- 
sequently be recoverable in an action for 
money had and received.” 

The arrangement under which the 
pliintiffs had agreed to share it with 
Weill and Bahr does not improve 
the ayvreement. It only accentuates 

illegality. In cross examination 


Weill and I, aud we arranged to charter 
this vessel at a prearranged price.” He 
was then asked **you were ia a sort of 
partnership Weill and you?” And he 
answered ‘‘exactly.” Weill at this time 
was in the service of Chazalon & Co., who 
were interested in the charter with Perez 
& Co. There is no evidence that the 
plaintiffs knew at the time that Chazalon 
& Co. were interested in the charter, and 
it must be assumed in their favour that 
they were not aware of it. And Iso told 
the jury. But then what was Weill’s 
position towards Perez & Co. as that posi- 
tion presented itself to the plaintiffs? It 
was Weill who introduced the plaintiff to 
Perez, and the part he took in the arrange- 
ments ought to have suggested that Weill 
was in a confidential relation to Perez. He 
knew that Weill desired to keep his share 
in the profit of the trausact‘on secret from 
Perez & Co. Ind-seribing an interview 
which he had afterwards with Mr. 'Tillot 
at Perez’s office when he went to try 
and recover the second month's rebate, 
the plaintiff says: “I tried to get the 
money back. Mr. Tiilot wanted to know 
what it wasfor. I told him it belonged to 
the persons who brought him the steamer. 
He asked me who they were. I did not 
tell him because I had promised Weill not 
to disclose his name, nor Bahr’s, if possible. 
So I told him I could not tell him.” 

So far as Bahr is concerned there is no 
evidence to fix upon him any fiduciary re- 
lationship to Perez & Co. except that he 
@erived his information from Weill, and 
except so far as his desire for concealment 
might raise an inference agzinst him. But 
Weill as the evidence shows did in fact 
occupy a fiduc‘ary position towards Perez 
& Co. as an employé of Chazalon’s, their 
partoers in the transaction, And the 
evidence would seem to show that apurt 


” 


from that relationship he was an agent for 


Perez in procuring the steamer. 

Amongthe cases referred to by Cockburn. 
Cc. J., in his judgment in Morison v 
Thompson is that of Kimber v. Barber 
(i874 L. R. 2 Ch. Ap. 56) which is a 
very strong case. 

Kimber v. Barber and others wished to 
reorganise a certuin company and to 
appoint new directors. Before the new 
directors were appointed it was necessary 
to acquire a large number of shares in 
order to qualify the new directors. The 
defendant Barber knew that Kimber was 
anxious to acquire shares for this purpose, 
and on the 19th of January called upon 
him and told him, he, Barber, knew of 264 
shares for sale at £3. The shares had 
been bought by Barber from one T. 
Jones. 

‘“*It appeared on the evidence, that 

: Barber wrote on the 13th of January to 
Jones, asking as for a friend, whether he 
would sell his shares, and on the 1%th of 





to account in equity, there is at the same | January Barber concluded an agreement 


time a duty, which we consider a legal 
‘duty, clearly incumbent upon him, when- 
ever any profits so made have reached his 
hands, and there is no account in regard 
to them remaining to be taken and adjust- 
ed between him and his employer, to pay 
over the amount as money absolutely be- 
longing to his employer. 


with Jones, and Jones forwarded him a 
blank transfer. After the interview of 
the 19th of January, Barber instructed 
Taylor to prepare, bought and sold notes 
to the effect that the shares had been bought 
through Taylor as the broker and the 
shares were afterwards transferred by 
Jones to Taylor. As Barber had not suf- 


ficient money to pay for all the shares, 
some of them were fent to him by Taylor 
for the purpose of being transf-rred to 
Kimber.” 

It was argued for the defendant that on 
the facts the defendant was not an agent 
for the plaintiff aud that if he was ageut 
he was 80 gratuitously, and not hound to 
the plaintiff. But Ld Selborne, L. C., 
held that it was a very clearly established 
case of agency, and that the plaintiff was 
entitled to recover the £1 a share on the 
264 shares, 

Mr. MeNeill contended that there was a 
vital distinction between that case and the 
present one, his argument as, I understand 
it, being that Barber having been found to 
be Kimber’s agent throughout, Kimber was 
entitled to be put into Barber's place as 
purchaser, but that if Kimber had sued for 
the profit as profit he would not have been 
entitled to recover. It was argued too 
that Perez might be entitled to have the 
contract set aside but not to have an- 
account of the profits. But that was the 
view which Lord Romilly took ia Kimber 
v. Barber and his decision was overruled 
by the Lord Chancellor, and in Morison +. 
Thompson the plaintiff did sue for the pro- 
fit the agent had made as being money re- 
ceived to the plaintiff's use and he was held 
entitled to recover. The latter case differ- 
ed from this cxse in the extent of the jury’s 
findings, but I shall return to that subject 
afterwards. 

In both of the cases referred to, the suit 
wag brought by the principal againat the 
agent to recover money from the agent 
which, it was claimed, and held, the agent 
ought not to retain. That is not tha case 
here. The principal is not a party to the 
present suit. 

But in the case of Harrington ». 
Victoria Graving Dock Company (1878 
L. BR. 3 Q. B. D. 549) where as in this 
case the plaintiff claimed to recover a 
secret commission from the perscns who, 
he alleged, had promised to pay it to him, 
it was held that he could not recover. 
The head note in that case is as follows:— 

“The defendants contracted to pay 
the plaintiff a commission for superin- 
tending repairs to be executed by them 
on certain ships belonging to the Great 
Eastern Railway Company. The plain- 
tiff at the time of such contract being 
made was in a position of trust in rela- 
tion to the railway company, having been 
employed by them as an engineer to 
advise them as to the repairs, and the 
contract between defendants and plain- 
tiff was made in part in consideration of 
a promise that the plaintiff would use 
his influence with the railway company 
to induce them to accept the defendants’ 
tender for the repair of the ships. The 
jury found that the contract, though 
calculated to bias the mind of the plain- 
tiff, had not, in fact, done so, and that 
he had not in consequence thereof given 
less beneficial advice to the company as 
to the defendants’ tender than he would 
otherwise have done :-— 


“Held, that the plaintiff could not 
maintain an action for commission under 
the contract, on the ground that, even 
although the plaintiff had not been 
induced to act corruptly, the considera- 
tion for the contract was corrupt.” 


Cockburn, C. J., in his judgment 
said:—“ Our judgment. must, in my 
opinion, be for the defendants. I will 
assume, for the purposes of argument, 
that the agreement did not influence 
the mind of the plaintiff so as to 
induce him to do anything dishonest 
towards his employers, the Great Eastern 
Railway Company. I entertain no doubt, 
however, that when a bribe is given, or a 
promise of a bribe is made; to a person in 
the employ of another by some one who 
hss contracted, or is about to contract,. 
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with the employer, with a view to inducing 
the person emp oy~d to act otherwise than 
with loyalty and fidelity to his emp‘oyer, 
the azreement isa corrupt one, and is not 
enforcible «t law, whutever the «actual 
effect produced on the mind of the persun 
bribed may be. The tendency of such an 
. agreement as this must bs to bias the 
mind of th+ agent or other person em- 
ploy ed, and to lead him to act disloyally 
to his principal, It is intended by the: 
party who promixes the bribe to have that 
effect, and the other party knows such is 
his intention. Suh a baryain is obviously 
corrupt. It would plainly be ia ¢ -ntra- 
vention of the maxim e turpi cau-4 non 
oritur actin, and most mischievous to 
hold that a min could come in'o a court of 
Jaw to enforce such a bargain on the 
ground that he was not in fact damaged. 
Itis quite immaterial that the employer 
was not infact damaged. It is sutticient 
that the comsideration upon wh'ch the 
promise was made was intended to bea 
corrupt one.” 5 


In the argument in that case a case was 
referred to, Smith ». Sorhy (1875 3 
Q. B. D. 552), which was also a suit by an 
agent against the persons promising a 
gratuity and in which it was found that 
the avent had been influenced, but 
the jury, in acc rdance with the 
direction of the judge, fvouad for 
the plaintiff, stating that though the 
practice of giving commissions to servants 
or agents was Objectionable in their 
opinion, yet there had been nothing 
amounting t» fraud in the case before 
them. Is was held that there must be a 
new trial. ‘The fact that the agant’s mind 
was influenced by the gratuity was there 
relied on, but Harrington v. The Victoria 
Gravins Dock Company, as will be seen— 
carries us one step further, ani deciles 
that the gratuity cannot be rec »vered 
whether the agent’s mind was in fact in- 
fluenced or not. 

In all these c.ses the illegality of 
contract was pleaded, but that ha: 
been done, in the present case, and if 
case rested there, the illegality could mot 
he allowed to influence the decision, the 
general rule being that illeg ity must be 
pleaded. 


But there is an exception which is thus 
stated in Olgers on Pleading (Sth ed., p. 
214) : “ Where the illegality of the transac- 
tion on which the plaintiff bases his claim 
appears ciearly on the evidence which he 
adduces at the trial the Court will in a 
proper case take notice of the illegality 
although the defendant has not pleade! 
this defence.” =~ 

The question we have to consider is, 
whether the transaction on which the 
present plaintiffs base their claim is one

the illegality of which the Courts will take | 


notice of without baing pleaded, and 
whether this is a proper case in which to 
take no‘ice of it. 

The general rule upon the nature of the 
transactions of which the Courts will take 
notice i4 laid down in the case of Gedge v. 
Royal Exchange Assurance Corporation 
(1900 2 Q.B. 214) which was an action 
on a policy of marine insurance ,takea 
out as was said “on spec.” The head 
note is: “Where, on the trial of an 
action, the plaintiff's case discloses that 
the transaction which is the basis of his 
claim is illegal, the Court cannot pro- 
perly ignore the illegality or give effect 
to the claim, even if the illegality be not 
pleaded or relied on by the defendants. 
The Court will, therefore, not enforce a 
policy of marine insurance which is illegal 
under 19 Geo. 2, c. 37, 8. 1, by reason of 
its containing a clause that the policy 
itself is. to be deemed a full and sufficient 
proof of interest, although that defence 
is not set up by the underwriters.” 


strument—an assurance which, in the 
language of Grove, J. in Atkins v. Jupe is 
contrary to the direction of the statute, 
and so unlawful in all its incidents that 
the law will not countenance any part of 
it—I cannot. give judgment upon it in 
favour of the plaintiffs. Their Counsel 
argued that the illegality was not pleaded 
by the defendants: in my opinion that 
makes no difference. Ax turpi causd 
non oritur actio. This old and well- 
known legal maxim is founded in good 
sense and expresses a clear and well-re- 
cognised legal principle, which is not 
confined to indictable offences. No Court 
ought to enforce an illegal contract or 
allow itself to be made the instrument of 
enforcing obligations alleged to arise 
out of a contract or transaction which 
is illegal, if the illegality is duly 
brought to the notice of the Court, and if 
the person invoking the aid of the Court 
is himself implicated in the illegality. It 
matters not whether the defendant has 

leided the Hlegalisy or whether he has 
not. If the evidence adduced by the plain- 
tiff proves the illegality, the Court ought 
not to assist him” : per Lindley, L. J., in 
Scott v. Brown, Dering, McNab & Co. 
“¢ Tf,” said Lord Mansfield in his judyment 
in Holman v. Johnson (which Lindley 
L. J. refers to as an authority immedt- 
ately after the passage, I have just quoted), 
* from the plaintiff's own stating or other- 
wise, the c.usa of action appears to arise 
ex turpi causd or the transgression of a 
positive law of this country, there the Court 
say8 he has no right to be ass sted. It is 
upon that ground that the Court ge3 ; not 
f r thesake of the defendant, but because 
they will not lend their aid to such a 
plaintiff.” Order XIX r.16, upon which 
Mr. Hamilton for the plaintiffs laid much 
stress, does not touch (48 the judgment of 
Lindley, L. J., which I have quoted clearly 
indicates) « case like the present, in which 
the illegality of the transaction appears 
upon the face of the plaintiffs’ case. ‘The 
purpose of that rule, a3 it appears to me, 
is to prevent the injustice which mizht 
arise from a litig mt, without noice to hie 
opponent, aiducing evidence to show 
that a transactiun which apparently is 
perfectly legil is really illegal, as 
for example, that an apparently goed 
deed was reilly fraudulent under 13 
Eliz. c. 5., or the similar injustice which 
might arise if a litigant, who would 
otherwise have been prepared with 
evidence to surmount them, were sud- 
denly called upon at the trial for the 
first time to meet objections to the pur- 
suit of a legal remedy based upon the 
Statute of Limitations or the Statute 
of Frauds, or were called upon to deal 
with issues of which he had n> notice. 
The rule does not affect a case like the 


present.” 


“There is, I think, only one other 
point, in argument of the plaintiffs’ 
Couneel upon this part of the case which 
[have to notice. It was urged that the 
defendants themselves were wishful that 
the policy should not be held void on 
account of its having been made in terms 
prohibited by the statute. Certainly 
the defendants’ Counsel did so state 
their attitude. But I.hold that my 
judgment ought not to be affected by 
this consideration.” 


The claim in the present case certain- 
ly falls within the category of those 
ex turpi causé from which non oritur 
actio, and differs entirely from the class 
of cases referred to in the judgment of 
Kennedy, J., as requiring to be 
pleaded. As it will be seen this maxim 
was applied by Cockburn, C. J., in 
Harrington v. Victoria Graving Dock

But Mr. McNeill contended that 
whatever the nature of the transaction 
might be it was only collateral. to the 
agreement which the plaintiffs here 
sought to enforce, and that it was one 
therefore which did not -vitiate that 
claim. : 

Reliance is placed upon Fivaz v. Nicholls 
(1846 3C.B. 601) and a long line of 
authorities in which the principle laid down 
in that case has been folluwed, and upon 
the case of Feret v, Hill (1854 15 CB. 
207) to the facts of which it was !e.d that 
the principle did not apply... 

The principle laid down in Fivaz v. 
Nicholls is thit where the plaintiff cannot 
make out his case except through an illegal 
transaction to which he is himself a party 
the action will not lie; St te 

Tindall, C.J., ssid: “I think that this 
cise may be determined on the short 
ground that the plaintiff is unable to 
es'ablish his c'aim as stated upon the 
record without relying upon the illegal 
agreement originally entered into between 
himself and the defundant. That is an 
objection that goes to the very root of 
the action.” Maule, J., said: ** I.am of the 
same opinion. The. principle has been 
conceded that the plaintift cannot recover, 
wherein order to maintain his supposed 
claim, he must set up an illegal agreement 
to which hé himself has been a party.” 
Creswell, J., said: “‘I am of the same 
opinion. It appeared that the plaintiff's. 
cise of action rests entirely upon the 
illeg Jity of « transaction to which the- 
plaintiff was himself pa'ty;’ and Erle, J., 
said: ‘*T also am of opinion that the pre- 
sent action fails, inasmuch as the illegality 
of the transaction is the very foundation 
of the plaintiff's claim.” 

Io Feres v. Hill it was held that the. 
ileal transaction was not the f .undation 
of. tre plaintiff's claim The plaintiff had 
obta‘ned a lease of a house from the defend- 
ant. ‘The plaintiff turned the house to an 
improper use and the defendant in conse- 
quence summarily ejected the plaintiff. 
The plaintiff sued the defendant for 
damages for the ejection, and it was held 
that he was entitled to recover, that he 
could recover on his lease, and that the 
improper use to which the house was 
put was a matter collateral to the. lease, 
and did not (in law) avoid it. What the 
result would have been if the defendant 
had gone into a Court of Equity does not 
appear, the Court of Common Pleas 
having refused a stay of execution to allow 
the defendant to do so. 


Mr. McNeill’s contention, as I under- 
stand it, is, that the defendants promised 
to pay the plaintiffs the £350 and that. 
the promise to pay that sum is a sufficient 
cause of action in itself, and that it is not 
necessary for the plaintiff in order to re- 
cover to show the illegal part of the 
transaction or in other words that the 
agreement to pay the money to the 
plaintiffs stood by itself and that the fact 
that the plaintiffs had acted as brokers 
was a collateral matter upon which the 
plaintiffs do not need to rely. It appears 
to mo that there is a short answer to this 
contention. The agreement has been 
reduced to writing in words chosen by 
the plaintiffs and re-echoed by the de- 
It is an agreement to pay 
rebate to the parties interested. The 
words of the plaintiffs’ own letter are 
%q rebate on the charter to the 
parties interested, “and looking at the 
charter-party the only parties appear- 
ing to be interested are R. Perez & Co., 
and, in order to recover, the plaintiffs 
have to show that R. Perez and Co. are 
not the parties interested, but that they . 
(the plaintiffs) put forth in the charter- 
party as brokers in the transaction, are | 
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the parties interested, and that they can 
only show by revealing the true nature of 
the whole transaction. As brokers they 
are not entitled to it unless they show 
that Perez and Co. consented to their 
receiving it, and that of course they 
cannot show. ‘heir claim is founded on 
the fact that R. Perez and Co. knew 
nothing about it, and had no interest in 
it. It appears to me that what A. L. 
Smith, LJ., said in Scott v. Brown, 
Dering, McNab & Co. (1892 2 Q.B. 724) 
applies to this case :—‘“ In my judgment, 
the plaintiff when suing the defend- 
‘ants for breach of contract, as he does, 
has to prove the whole contract, and it 
was not competent for him to put in 
evidence only half of the contract, and he 
did not do so, for the letters above read 
were opened by his learned Counsel as 
part of his case. Immediately the whole 
contract upon which the plaintiff suos is 
put in, the illegality of the conduct of 
the plaintiff and McNab at once becomes 
apparent.” : 

I think it right to say here that the 
illegality becomes apparent in this case, 
whether we accept the plaintiff's view of 
the transaction or the defendant's. Ac- 


cording to Mr. Moller, he informed Mr. ! the 


Wheelock (senior) that the rebate was not 
to goto R. Perez & Co., but was to be 
divided between Moller Brothers, Weill, 
and Bahr. Mr. Wheelock says that he 
was never told so, and that he believed, to 
put it shortly, that Perez & Co. wanted 
two charters in order that the. higher 
figure might be obtained from the persons 
whoever they might be, for whom Perez 
& Co. were acting directly or indirectly, 
and the difference might be appropriated 
by Perez & Oo., either for their own use 
or for the use of those intervening 
between them and the eventual principals. 
He was under no illusions as to what 
such.a transaction meant and characteris- 
ed it as a swindle. It is right to say 
again that there is no evidence whatever 
that R. Perez & Co. knew anything 
whatever about the rebate. The sugges- 
tion that they did is satisfactorily 
negative. The statement of the plain- 
tiffs that the real nature of the transac- 
tion was at the time of the charter 
communicated to the defendants has been. 
found by the jury to be not correct. 
But the fact remains that the agreement 
alleged by the plaintiffs is, that two 
charters should be made in order to 
enable the plaintiffs to appropriate the 
difference of hire stated therein, for the 
benefit of themselves and Weill and Bahr, 
and the agreement which the defendants 
considered they were making was in 
order that the difference might be 
appropriated by Perez & Go. and those 


in | e with them.. In either case the 
illegality of the transaction is ap- 
parent. : 


If I had to believe all the evidence of 
the plaintiffs I might say, with Lindley, 
L.J., in Scott v. Brown, Dering, McNab, 
& Co. “What the plaintiff has done is 
very commonly done; it is done every 
day, but that is immaterial. Picking 
pockets and various forms of cheating 
are common enough and are nevertheless 
illegal.” 

. But I am glad to believe from the 
evidence of Mr. Wheelock that, so far as 
chartering ships is concerned, it is not 
done every day, and that where a 
charterer hus, as he may have under 
certain circumstances, a legitimate 
interest in receiving a portion of the 
charter money, it is the practice not to 
make two charter-parties at different 
rates, but to insert a clause in the charter- 
party showing what the charterer is to 


receive in the way of commission, as was 
done, and properly done, in this case 
with regard to the Captain’s remuneration 
‘for undertaking extra risks. The Captain, 
indeed, seems to have had a better 
appreciation of the position than any 
other of the parties concerned, for he 
refused to have any part ‘in a charter- 
party which stated that his owners were 
to receive a larger sum tor the hire of 
their vessel than they were actually to 


receive for that purpose. 


It remains for me to notice another 
for the 


objection made by Counsel 
plaintiffs. It is this, that the jury not 
having found as a fact that the plaintiffs 
acted as brokers for R. Perez & Co. the 
Court cannot come to any decision which 
requires that fact to support it. 

There being no special rule of this 
Court on the subject, reference is made 
to Order 40, Rule 10 of the Rules of the 
Supreme Court 1883, which provides 
that— 

“Upon a motion for judgment, or upon 
an application for a new trial, the Court 
may draw all inferences of fact, not 
inconsistent with the finding of the jury, 
and if satisfied that it has before it all 
materials necessary for finally 
determining the questions in dispute, or 
any of them, or for awarding any relief 
sought, give judgment accordingly.” 

This rule is very general in its 
terms but Mr. NeNeill relies upon 
the case of Milissich ». Lloyds (1877 
36 L. T. 423), and the case of Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company v. George 
and Branday (1900 A. C. 480), in 
which it was decided that there is a 
restriction upon the exercise of the 
power given by it. In the judgment of 
the Privy Council in the later case re- 
ference was made to the earlier case and 
the judgment of Mellish, L. J., cited with 
approval where he said that although the 
terms of the order were very general, “ it 
was clearly not intended by the Legisla- 
ture that the Court should take advantage 
of that general rule to take away ques- 
tions from the jury which are questions 
of fact properly for their cousideration.” 

As it is evident from the terms gf the 
rule that there must be some cases in 
which it is right for the Court to draw 
inferences of fact, we have to endeavour 
to distinguish between the cases in which 
the Court may properly itself draw the 
inference which it thinks ought to be 
drawn and cases where it ought to send 
the case back for trial again before an- 
other jury, for that is the alternative. 

In the earlier of the two cases mention- 
ed the inference which had to be drawn 
was whether a report of a trial was a fair 
report, and the fact from which the 
answer had to be inferred was that the 
defendant had reported the speech of the 
prosecuting counsel and the summing up 
of the judge, but not the evidence nor 
the speech of counsel for the defence. 
To have decided the question of fairness 
or unfairness on that fact alone would 




















defendants. The inference which the 
Court was asked to draw (upon a rule 
similar to that of D. 40 r10) was that by the 
‘extension of the wharf there had been such 
a substantial variation of the servitude 
which the defendants sought to impose 
on the plaintiffs as to constitute a new 
wrong of appreciable amount, and that 
question had never been submitted to the 
jury at all. 

Those cases are clearly distinguishable 
from the present case. The issues to be 
decided in them were issues which re- 
quired for their decision the weighing of 
evidence and a consideration of all the 
circumstances, and the inference sought 
to be drawn was an inference which 
tbe jury might fairly and properly refuse 
to draw. 

The inference which Counsel says can- 
not be drawn by the Court in the present 
case is the inference that the defendants 
have acted as brokers for the charterers 
in a transaction which it is admitted was 
negotiated by them with the charterers, 
carried through by them and recorded 
by them in writing, in a charter-party 
drawn up by them and presented by 
them to the charterers for signature, in 
which they describe themselves as brokers, 
aud from the fact admitted by them 
and also found by the jury that, they 
gave no intimation to the charterers that 
they were not brokers. If this inference 
could not be drawn under the rule, I 
cannot conceive any inference that could 
be drawn.

John Henderson Brown was summoned 
on a charge of unlawfully assaulting and 
beating one Faber Berthold Pfeifer on 
the 22nd inst. 

Mr. Francis Ellis appeared for defend- 
ant. 

Defendant pleaded guilty to the assault, 
but wished certain evidence to be taken. 

F. B. Pfeifer, German subject, mer- 
chant, carrying on businessat 10, Hankow 
Road, said that when he went home about 
12.15 on the 22nd to tiffin his ricsha was 
stopped opposite Mr. Brown’s house, and 
Brown struck him with a whip over the 
head. Witness got out of his ricsha and 
went home. He was only struck once, 
and no words were said beforehand. 
After accused had struck him, witness 
swore at him. That’ was all he knew ; 
he had nothing else to say. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ellis—Witness 
had been in Shanghai about five years. He 
knew where Mrs. Brown lived, because 
her name was on the door. It was not 
true that witness had annoyed Mrs.

another house near him. Mrs. Pfeifer 
brought a message to witness from Capt. 
Brown about two months ago complaining 
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about witness annoying his wife. Witness 
said it was not true and that if defen- 
dant thought he had insulted his wife 
he could summons him. He had not 
received two summonses from the German 
Court, but bad been sent for by the 
German Consul, who said that the 
complaint was that witness had insulted 
Mrs. Brown and another lady. The 
Consul read the complaint from a paper 
and suggested witness should apologise. 
Witness was quite surprised and said 
that he was not guilty and would not 
apologise. He was informed that the 
case might come up. Witness had re- 
ceived a thrashing from another gentle- 
man lately—Mr. Green. He was thrash- 
ed by Mr. Green because when he 
thought his wife’s coat had been stolen 
by one of Mr. Green’s boys he went 
over to the house; Mrs. Green was 
engaged; so witness told the boy 
to show him the servants’ room. He 
looked round and did not see the stolen 
coat. At that time witness was living 
next door to Mr. Green. He looked 
round two of the servants’ rooms. 
Witness did not take the thrashing 
kindly, but went to the American Consul. 
He asked for a summons. The Consul 


said Mr. Green would be summoned, but. 


as witness got no reply he wrote 
to the Consul. The Consul wrote and 
told witness that. Mr. Green had pro- 
mised not to do it any more, but that if 
he still wanted a summons he could 
have it. He had never in his life had a 
thrashing from any lady. Witness had 
been in Yokohama ; he was not thrashed 
there for annoying a young German lady. 

By the Court—Witness was not short- 
sighted, but used g'asses for reading and 
writing. If he had seen Mrs. Brown on 
the 21st he would have remembered it. 
Witness went to see the Gerraan Consul 
at the latter’s request on the preceding 
day. He went there a little after 3 p.m., 
having received a message on Wednes- 
day afternoon that the German Consul 
wished to see him. There were no com- 
munications between witness and. de- 
fendant after the assault took place. 
If witness heard that some one had 
entered his house and looked round in 
his absence he would have asked for an 
explanation. Mr. Green asked him for 
an explanation, and before he could 
answer, struck him with a newspaper. 
He considered that he could have given 
Mr. Green a satisfactory explanation. 
Witness once remembered stopping in the 
alleyway going to the back of his house. 
That was the day about two months ago 
when Mr. Brown came to the house and 
wanted to seehim. On this occasion he 
was in a hurry to get in to his house. 
Witness was in the habit of stopping his 
ricsha six or seven houses away from his 
own and walking the rest of the way 
because it suited him. When he walked 
down this alleyway he had to pass Mrs. 
Brown’s verandah. He did not stop 
opposite the verandah nor look up. He 
admitted that Mr. Brown came along 
that day. 

By Mr. Ellis—After witness was as- 
saulted he did not use any words to or 
of Mrs. Brown. 

That concluded complainant’s case. 

Mr. Ellis submitted that this caso was 
avery simple one for his Worship to 
decide. . Complainant might be described 
as a social pest. In this case it would 
be shown that defendant committed the 
assault under intense provocation. Cap- 
tain Brown would say that for a period 
of a year complainant had been annoying 
his wife. Mrs. Brown was prepared to 
testify if after hearing defendant's 
evidence ‘his,Worship thought it neces. 


sary. In the course of cross-examination 
counsel had tried to elicit certain other 
evidence about the annoyance complainant 
had been causing to other ladies in the 
Settlements.

Mr. Moreing when he wrote that 
letter had seen the draft provisions which 
it was proposed to insert in the articles, 
and he had no reason to think that they 
would not be so inserted. If wrong on 
the facts, then, so far as the claim was by 
the Chinese company, couusel submitted 
that the action was not maintainable. It 
was not a corporation which could sue 
according to English law. If damages 
‘were recovered, it would be impossible to 
say to whom they shculd be paid or who 
could give a receipt. Partners could sue 
in their firm name, but the names of the 
partners must be given, whi-h in the case 
of the plaintiff company was impossible, 
the shares being bearer shares, and no- 
body knewing by whom they were held. 
Mr. Haldane, for the defendant com- 
rany, said that on the evidence the terms 
of the memorandum, reasonably construed, 
had been carried out. The articles of the 
company were framed so aa to admit of 
that beiny done. But the plaintiff would 
not he satisfied with anything short of his 
being put in the positien of absolute 
; dominus.. The company never agreed to 
anything of that sari, and any such sgree- 
have been entirely wlira 
‘wires. A person enntracting with a cor- 
‘poration must be taken to have not‘ce of 
:1's powers and capacity, and could not 
charge it with contracts which were wlira 
vires, though sealed with the corporate 
seal (Leake on Contracta, 3rd p- Fi). 
‘Where a contract contained provisions 
soma of which could not be performed for 
ilewality, then, if the illegal part could 
not be severed, the whole contract was 
void, but where, as here, there could be 
severance, the bad part might be rejected 
and the good retained. The stipulations 
of the memorandum were in fuéuro, and if 
not performed, the only remedy was in 
damages. The plaintiff could not now get 
rescission (‘*Sheffield Nickel Company v. 
Unwin,” 2 Q.B.D., 214). The substance 
of the contract had been performed. The 
porvisicn as to making Chang director- 
general ‘Sas before” wes not capable of 
specific performance.

Mr. Levett, in replying upon the whole 
ease, said that he hoped his Lordship would 
not be unduly terrified by any allusion to 
the Foreign Office. He would now trace 
the history of this piece of Western finance, 
aud he hoped that, in the result, it would 
not gv forth with the sanction of this 
Court. Counsel then proceeded to deal at 
length with the evidence, and in the course 
of his examination of it he poin'ed out that 
the scheme which the plaintiff was led to be- 
lieve waa carried out by the documents in- 
volved the ra‘sing of the capital by the issue 
of shares. No doubt there was a surt of un- 
derstanding that there were to be 200,010 
‘free ” shares, but that was a very different 
thing from what was done—viz., to issne 
the whole «f the 1,000,000 sh-res as fully 
paid, the promoters tnking 625,000 and sad- 
dling the company with « debenture debt, 
of £5°0,100. Counsel then ¢ mmented 
severely upon certain letters, particularly 
one of the 9th November, 1909, written by 
the defendant Moreing, churacterising it 
as dishonest, and claiming that it rendered 
him liable to an action of deceit. With 
regard to what had happened «#fter the 
formation of the: company, there had bren 
a deliberate rcfusal t csrry out the terms 
of the memorandum. The board of direc- 
ors had treated it as invo!ving no lability 
on the company and as having no legal 
effect. They had practically ignored ir. 
‘The defendant Moreing had, perhaps, 
dissociated himself from this course, but he 
had not resigned his position on the board. 

Mr. Levett had not concluded his reply 
wher the Court adjourned. 

11th February. 

Mr. Levett, in concluding his reply 
upon the whole case this morning, said 
that the relief which he asked from the 
Court was (1) A simple declaraion that 
the memcrandum was binding on the 
defendants, with liberty to apply ; (2) an 
inquiry what dumages the plaintiffs had 
sustained by reason +f the fraudulent mis- 
representations of the defendant Moreing 
contained in certain specifi-d letters ; (8) 
xn oder for the payment of such dam «ges 
by the defendant ©. a. Moreing and his 
tirm ; (4) an inquiry what dimages the 
plaintiffs had sastained by reasou of the 
memorandum not having been carried 
out; and (5) payment by the defendant 
company of such damages, The learned 
counsel then dealt as length with the 
different grounds of defence that had been 
set up, contendi:g that neither on author- 
ity or principle wis there anythirg to 
prevent the pl.intiff company from sueing 
in this couniry. As to the relief which 
he claimed against the defendant Moureing, 
the statements in the letters were untrue in 
fact, they were intended to and did convey 
& false impression, and upon the authority 
of ** Pasley v. Freeman ” (2 S:n. L.C., 63),- 
** Aaron’s Reefs v. Twiss” ([1896] A.C., 
231) and Derry v. Peek” (14 A.C., 337), 
that was enough to establish the plaintiffs’ 
right to relief. As to the defence of the 
company that to carry out the provisions of 
the memorandum would be ultra vires, 
it was not good law. ‘I here was nothing to 
prevent a company by its articles app..int- 
ing a director-yeneral with absolute power 
to do everything exc:-pt what was required 
hy statute to be done by the shareholders in 
general meeting. The real qu-stions were, 
tad the Chinese company been deccived ? 
And had the defendant company any 
honest, ground for refusing to carry out 
the memorandum? If the Court was sat- 
isfied that the answer sugested by the 
plaintiff to’ those two questions was cor- 
rect, then the plaint:ff w-uld be entitled 
to damaves against the defendant Moreing, 
and Chang Yen-mao would be able to go 
back to his own country and satisfy his 
Government that he was not guilty of the 
charge which was laid against him, of fat- 
tening himself at the expense of his 


country,

Uttering Counterfeit Coin. 

A. native was charged with uttering 
three counterfeit dollars, with intent to 
defraud a native complainant, at No. 48, 
Yunnan Road, at 8 p.m. on the 23rd 
instant ; further with attempting to utter 
three counterfeit dollars at the same 
place at 145 a.m. on the 24th instant; 
and also with attempting to utter five 
counterfeit dollars at the same place at 
2.30 a.m. on the 24th instant.—The case 
against the prisoner was that at 8 p.m. 
on the 23rd instant he entered the shop, 
No. 48, Yunnan Road, and changed 
three dollars. An apprentice gave him 
the change, and it was afterwards found 
that the three dollars were counterfeit. 
About five hours later the prisoner again 
visited the shop, the apprentice having 
left in the meantime. He again prof- 
ferred three dollars for change, and the 
assistant who received them said they 
were brass and returned them. Again at 
2.30 a.m. on the 24th instant the prisoher 
visited the shop and asked for small 
change for three dollars. The assistant 
tested the coins and said they were 
brass. Then the prisoner produced two 
more dollars, with the remark, ‘“ Perhaps 
you will say that those are brass dollars.” 
The assistant said they were.—In re- 
ply to the Court, Inspector Wilson said 
the prisoner’s house had not been search- 
ed.—The Assessor thought that course 
should be taken to endeavour to discover 
the source of the counterfeit coin.—The 
case was accordingly remanded for fur- 
ther enquiries. 

Theft of a Cheque. 


A native was brought up on remand, 
charged with the theft of four bank 





cheques for the amount of $700, from. 


the stf. Taiping, when lying at Chefoo 
on the 13th ultimo.—Inspector Bourke 
said the case had been remanded in order 
that evidence might be given by witness- 
es from the str. Taiping. He now learnt 
that the steamer might not be in port for 
some considerable time. The man was 
given in charge to the French police on 
the arrival here of the steamer, but the 
French police refused to take the case. 
The prisoner was transferred to the 
police of this Settlement, and on the 
journey from one Settlement to the other 
he escaped, but was recaptured. No 
money was found in the prisoner’s pos- 
session. The cheques had been stopped 
immediately the loss was discovered and 
had not been cashed.—-After hearing the 
statements of both complainant and de- 
fendant, the Court dismissed the charge, 
as the evidence |was considered insufti- 
cient, but.ordered the prisoner to find 
security. 

Petty Thefts. 

For stealing a quantity of wood, valued 
at $2, from the Old Dock, a boatman was 
sentenced to 50 blows.—For stealing a 
quantity of copper piping, valued at $21, 
from the Old Dock, a coolie was sentenced 
to onemonth’s cangue.

ed with wickedly and seditiously contriv- 
ing and intending to stir up and excite 
discontent and sedition among the sub- 
jects of the Emperor of @hina and with 
writing and publishing a scandalous and 
seditious libel concerning the Emperor 
of China azd the Empress Dowager, in 
the newspaper “ Ching Tsungpao” in the 
issue of the 23rd March. Hsii Sze-féng, 
(Coll: Zee Sze-fung) a foreman printer, 
and: Tse Chéng-séng, proprietor of a 
printing establishment, were charged with 
printing the above-mentioned libel. — 
Detective-Inspector Armstrong gave 
evidence that on the 25th instant he 
applied for a warrant for the arrest of 
the editor, printers, and publishers of the 
“Ching Tsungpno.” He received the 
warrant on Saturday evening and went to 
the office of the paper, No. 20 Foochow 
Road, where he found Tai P*‘n-yao 
alone in the office. He found there a 
number of bundles of the newspapers 
addressed and ready for sending to 
Wuchang and Hankow. They were 
addressed to two places in Wuchang and 
one in Hanukow. Tai was taken to the 
Police Station, and a constable was put 
in charge of the office. Witness then 
went to the printing establishment at 
Yu-cheng-lee, and there he found Wu 
and Wang, the assistant editors, who 
were pointed ont to him by the printers. 
Haii, a foreman printer, was brought to 
the Station at 1am. on Sunday. He 


said he was not responsible for the 


printing of the paper, and _ that 
the proprietor of the printing works 
lived in Shantung Road. The Police 
then went to Shantung Road and arrested 
Tse Chéng-sung, who admitted that he 
was the proprietor of the printing works. 
Witness took the newspapers produced 
from the publishing office. (Witness 
handed in copies of the newspapers, with 
extracts marked and translations of 
same.) The papers were: dated 23rd of 
March, and the following days. Witness 
read the charge over to tue first four 
prisoners on Sunday, when ‘the printer 
Hsii said he was not responsible and 
accused the other three prisoners present 
of being really responsible. Witness 
afterwards read the charge to Tse Chéng- 
seng, who admitted that he was the pro- 
prietor of the printing establishment. It 
was a large establishment and printed 
many other publications, including one 
other morning paper besides the “ Ching 
Tsungpao.” Tse said he received $150 per 
month for printing the “ Ching Tsungpao.” 
He denied being responsible and gave 
the information that the real proprietor 
of the paper was at present at Hankow; 
he also gave the name of the editor, 

Tai P‘u-yao, examined by the Magis- 
trate, said he only joined the paper at 
the beginning of the present year ‘and 
had only visited the printing tstablish- 
ment once. The selling staff occupied 
the office in Foochow Road. Wu and 
Wang were assistants. The editor was 
a man named Lin. Liu wrote the 
articles for the paper, but he did not 
know if Wu and Wang wrote anything. 
Hasii Sze-féng was the foreman printer. 

Hsii Sze-feng, examined by the Magis- 
trate, said he was a typesetter and looked 
after the printing work. There were ten 
other persons in the typesetting depart- 
ment. Wuand Wang were members of 
the staff. Liu used to write copy, and 
send it to Wu and Wang, who handed 
it to the printers. Wu and Wang did 
not write anything; they simply rend 
proofs. Witness was engaged by Tse 
Chéng-seng, 

Tse Cheng-seng said he owned the 


printing plant, Qn the 4th day of the| 


Liu at $150 per month. Witness also 
printed books. He did no work for the 
“Ching Tsungpao.” The printing estab- 
lishment was in his own name. Wang 
and Wu lived on the premises, as’ they 
found it convenient for their work on 
the paper. Witness handed over charge 
of the business to Liu and had no longer 
anything to do with it. He drafted an 
agreement to that effect, but it had not 
yet been signed. : 

Wu Shao-ch‘ing, in reply to the Court, 
said he joined the staff of the “Ching 
Tsungpao” in the 2nd moon of this year. 
His wages were $6 per month. He was 
the proof-reader of the news columns. 
Liu was editor of the paper. Liu uaed 
to send his copy in envelopes to witness 
and Wang, and the latter handed it to 
the printers. Witness did not read. the 
proofs for the paper of the 23rd of 
March. There were other proof-readers 
—four in all. The others went away to 
Soochow some days ago. Witness went 
with the police to the bouse of one of 
them, but he was not there. Liu had 
gone. away. He received information 


that he was wanted, but did not tell: 


witness that he was going away. He 
simply said he had heard that there was 
some trouble, but that it did riot affect 
the staff at the printing office—they 
were all right. Witness had no good 
friends, so did not know where Liu 
usually went. Witness had heard him 
say before that he wanted to go to Japan. 

Examined by the Magistrate, Wang 
Sing-seng said he joined the paper on 
the Ist day of this year. His duty was to 
read proofs of the advertisements. He 
attended school in the day time and read 
advertisement proofs at night. He did 
not receive any wages, but lived on the 
premises. 

The Court remanded the case, ordering 
Tai, Wu, Hsu and Tse to be detained in 
the eustody of the police, and allowing 
Wang to be released on bail of Tls. 200.

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MR. BYRON BRENAN 
ON BRITISH TRADE. 


3Ist March. 


A VERY recent issue of the 
“Journal of the Society of Arts” 
contains a paper read before the 
Colonial Section of the Society, Sir 
E. A. Sassoon, Bart, M. P., in the 
chair, on the 24th of January last, 
by Mr. Byron Brenan, C. M. G., 
formerly H. M. Consul-General here, 
on “ British Commercial Prospects in 
the Far East.” The subject, as Mr. 
Brenan pointed out, is a large one 
even for a paper, and we can only 
give a very condensed summary of it 
in the limits ofan article. 

After describing the conditions 
under which foreign trade is now 
carried on in China, Mr. Brenan gave 
an amusing description of how new 
ports are opened, and argued that the 
opening of new ports does not mean 
nowadays the establishment of more 
British firms. The work of distri- 
buting foreign merchandise and col- 
lecting native produce is now left to 
the native dealer. “Nor need this 
prospect,” he says, “be viewed with 
regret. As a nation we are chiefly 
interested in the volume of trade; 
the prosperity of the British mer- 
chant established in China is a matter 
more of individual than of national 
concern.” ‘The volume of foreign 
trade in China is absurdly small, 
when compared with that of India or 
of Japan, which is partly due to the 
ignorance of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, which “ will, in the pursuit of 
some local, temporary, and insigni- 
ficant gain, blindly adopt measures 


which end in strangling trade and. 


killing enterprise.” Even a reput- 
edly enlighted official like Chang 
Chih-tung, shows himself utterly 
narrow-minded, and ignorant of the 
dictates of political economy in 

ractice. “The narrow view, that the 
chief function of trade is to bring in 
revenue to the imperial exchequer, 
seems to possess Chinese officials 
and their foreign advisers alike. Any 
facility given to commerce is looked 
on as a dangerous innovation, as a 
generous concession, and as a relaxa- 
tion of some necessary restriction 
which must be well paid for.” Mr. 
Brenan estimates that if China had 
as large a foreign trade as Japan, in 
proportion to her population, she 
would have three times as large an 
import of cotton goods as she has 
now; nineteen times as large an 
import of woollen goods ; six times as 
much of iron, steel, and other metals ; 


twenty-six times as much of machin- 
ery; three times as much of electrical 
materials and fittings; and so on. 
Following this comes a paragraph full 
of common sense, the fruit of Mr. 
Brenan’s long experience and obser- 
vation in China: “Our chief hope in 
the future must rest not on our 
Government obtaining for British 
subjects more facilities or so-called 
privileges than they already enjoy 
under existing treaties, but rather in 
utilising every opportunity that pre- 
sents itself for inducing the Chinese 
Governmeni to give its own subjects 
a fair chance by granting them full 
liberty to improve their position and 
grow rich. he people of China 
within their limits are free spenders 
of money; what in our own interest 
we should wish to see is that they 
should bave more money to spend. 
British commercial prospects in China 
are intimately connected with the 
development of China’s material re- 
source, and whatever we can do to- 
wards removing the difficulties that 
beset ‘the industrious classes in that 
country will be a service which will 
be repaid to us with interest.” 

The extension of railways and the 
development of the mineral resources 
of China offer the best scope for the 
employment of foreign capital and 
the best promise of improvement of 
the condition of the Chinese; and 
whatever puts foreign capital into 
the pockets of the Chinese at once 
increases foreign trade. Mr. Brenan 
goes on to explzin how illusory the 
Chinese Government has succeeded in 
making the reasonable expectation 
that millions upon millions of British 
money might be profitably invested 
in the construction and equipment of 
railways alone. The Chinese Govern- 
ment, such as it is, does not want 
railways in China, and it therefore 
takes the high ground that if rail- 
ways are to be forced upon it by 
public opinion, it will keep them in 
its own hands; and, as Mr. Brenan 
says, “no matter what the earning 
powers of a railway might be, it is 
absolutely certain that under purely 
Chinese management the upkeep 
of the line would be neglected, and 
the earnings would be swal!owed up 
by a numerous staff composed of the 
friends and relations of the board of 
directors” Setting aside the Peking 
Syndicate’s private railway, which 
we are told will probably be taken 
over by the Chinese Government on 
the 5 per cent loan plan, “ the English 
are only engaged in the construction 
of one railway—from Shanghai to 


of this undertaking a great deal 
depends, for the Chinese will soon 
have the opportunity of judging 
which of the several foreign com- 
panies is serving them best. So far, 
everything is im our favour.” It 
must be remembered that every 
tuile of railway constructed is a bene- 
fit to all foreigners trading with 
China, and therefore in railway con- 
struction international jealousies are 
entirely out of place. Under the 
head of “ Mines,” Mr. Brenan quotes 
the fine-sounding promise made in 
the Treaty of Shanghai and points 
out that though it is now over two 
years since the treaty was signed, 
the new miniig regulations framed 
in the. Ngee spirit have not yet 
appeared. Such regulations as have 
been tentatively issued have been 
studiously framed to discourage 
foreign enterprise in this direction 
as much as possible. 

Mr. Brenan reiterates that the 
measures which would have the 
greatest effect on the material 
prosperity of China are the total 
abolitior of internal taxation and the 
promotion of improved means of 
communication. This is well re- 
cognised in the Treaty of Shanghai, 
but when the provisions of that 
treaty will be really carried out, 
nobody knows. What is a decade 
in the. history of a country that 
is four thousand years old? Space 
fails us to follow Mr. Brenan 
in his discussion of Future De- 
velopments, and the capabilities of 
Szechuan. We have only room to 
sommend the soundness ef the views 
he enunciates in the last section of 
his paper, “The War and After.” 
Being, as all Englishmen at any rate 
must be, a strong advocate of the 
maintenance of the integrity of 
China, he has no selfish fear of the 
predominance that Japan is acquiring 
in this empire, “When the war is 
over,” he concludes by saying, 
“Japan’s chief object will be to repair 
the waste and to set about improving 
her financial position. This she can 
best do by building up a strong com- 
mercial connection with her neigh- 
bour, and finding in China oppor- 
tunities for commercial and industrial . 
development such as she has carried 
out with marked success at home. 
Natural advantages of position and 
social affinity will give Japan much 
assistance, and make her a formidable 
rival, but the new fields to be opened 
will be accessible to all. If our trade 
with Japan has kept on growing 
concurrently with the great industrial

Sometimes the foreign 
resident in China feels as though he were 
unwittingly playing a part in a huge 
stage farce. Howa people so sensible 
in ordinary life can be guilty of the 
whimsical absurdities that we hear and 
see every day, isa problem beyond the 
amateur psychologist. ss 

The Steam-Engine Arrives, 

So far as the writer knows, the first 
steam-engine that ever turned a wheel in 
this vicinity is at work at the native 
coal-mine eight orten miles south-west 
of the city. There is good coal down 
there, but the inrush of water renders 
mining dangerous and _ unprofitable. 
Several of the more enlightened and 
progressive men interested formed a 
joint-stock company and purchased from 
an abandoned mine south of Weihsienan 
old engine of obsolete pattern. The 
boiler had been offered to the Germans 
at Fangtze and, after due inspection, 
declined with thanks. The purchasers, 
nothing daunted, mounted the boiler on 
¢wo pairs of native cartwheels, and with 
the aid of many horses and more men, 
started it on its journey of one hundred 
and fifty miles to the Ichonfa coal-field. 

It was seen by your correspodent 
abandoned some forty miles south of 
Weihsien, with other parts of the 
ponderous machinery ia similar plight at 
other points by the roadside. But by 
the expenditure of much cash and muscle 
and patience, the feat was ultimately 
accomplished. It is said that the cost 
of transportation amounted to over one 
thousand Mexican dollars, a figure by 
the side of which even the freight tariff 
on the German railroad must take a 
back seat. Thus it comes to pass that 
the old engine is puffing away, hauling up 
the primitive buckets of raw-hide ata 
rate which enables the owners to get out 
some coal at intervals. ‘“ Perseveratio 
omnia vincit,” as the copy-book of our 
adolescence used to say. With iron-ore 
and coal and limestone lying within a 


radius of five or ten miles, why should 
not Ichoufu become a Chinese Birming- 
ham, if the right men get hold of it ?

The Japanese Murder Case. 
_ "The case between the Japanese Consul 
and the local authorities, arising out of 
the murder of the Japanese railway coolies, 
is not yet settled. Besides the excite- 
ment created, a new “way of wealth” 
has been opened for the many magistrates 
who have flocked into the district in 
search of spoil. ‘ 

Upon the issue of the negotiations 
depends the fate of the railway. Two 
hundred villages have signed -a compact 
and will certainly unite openly to oppose 
the construction of the line if the reac- 
tionary party carry the day in the yaméns. 

The Japanese Consul-General from 
Amoy is conducting the negotiations ; 
and his demands have been presented, 
They complain of the dilatoriness of 


‘| the local magistrates, who have failed to 


carry out telegraphed instructions from 
Peking to arrest the guilty parties. - 
Money compensation is demanded from 
the Imperial Government for the two 
lives lost. Itisclaimed that the families, - 
dispossessed because they rented houses 
to the Japanese, shall be reinstated ~ 
and compensated. And the last clause 
of the demands indicates clearly that any 
further disturbance will make the pro- 
tection of the work and the workmen a 


| matter for the attentien of the Japanese 


Government. 

The local magistrates in their reply 
disclaim all responsibility on the part of 
the Government for compensation. They 
also draw a clear line between the right of 
the Japanese Consul to interfere in behalf - 
of his nationals, and his right to claim 
any privileges for the railway company, 
which is, in name at least, a Chinese 
concern. In addition they. refuse to 
recognise the plea of the Consul in behalf 
of the dispossessed families. ; 

So the matter rests at present. It 
seems, however, likely to result in a not- 
able victory for the Consul and the rail- 
way colupany, and consequent benefit to- 
the whole countryside. 

The Reactionaries in Puning, 

In the Puning district the forces of 
reaction have scored a temporary victory. 

Last year a school on the new lines was 
successfolly organised, meeting in the. 
ancestral hall of the Féng family. At 
the beginning of the present year an at- 
tempt was made to opena similar school in 
the temple of the God of Literature. The 
God was removed upstairs, and the great 
hall whitewashed and painted. And then 
a placard was posted declaring the 
object of the school and its methods. 
But funds had to be provided, and a 
meeting of graduates decided that the 
sums devoted to idol processions and 
plays should be diverted to the uses of 
the school. This attack upon “the bread 
and the plays” could not be tolerated. A 
mob collected, dragged out the school 
furniture and destroyed it; pulled down 
the houses of some of the promoters of 
the scheme about their ears, and chased 
one of the graduates into the yamén, 
wrecking his chair. The magistrate has 
procured a truce between the parties, 
but no security for the school up to the 
preseat, ; ' 

_ Our new chihsien at Kityang(Chiyang) 
links us up with the Kuangsi rebellion.

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The numerous staff of the Marshal and 
principal officers of departments took up 
quarters in the numerous native inns 
in ihe vicinity of the Tartar General’s 
yamén and the ancient palaces of 
the previous sovereigns of Manchuria. 
It pleased the Chinese to see that, 
true to his promise, Murshal Oyama has 
seen to it that no Japanese officer or 
soldier has entered to view these palaces 
or the extensive grounds surrounding 
them without due au horisation from 
the proper quarters. Indeed, with the 
exception of the officers noted above, no 
other Japanese has entered the city 
unless -on special business, while the 
army, cavalry, artillery, and infantry, 
are all encamped outside the walls. All 
this has been especially gratifying to the 
Imperial Court at Peking and the whole — 
Manchu race throughout the Empire. 
Suspected Russophiles. - 

A Northern Chinese newspaper pub- 
lishes a letter received from » Mukden 
correspondent, in which it is stated that’ 
on the 19th instant Marshal Oyama sud- 
denly gave orders to elose the city gates 
of Mukden and, sending his bodyguards 
$0 various yaméns and residences, arrestect 
thirteen Chinese officials all of whom 
were confined in the house of an official 
named Fu Méng-chén. The suspecis are 
given two meals a day, provided by the 
district m»gistrates of Chéngté and 
Hsingjén, the two hsien, or districts, into 
which Mukden is divided. The follow- 
ing is the list of the principal officials 
arrested :—Ta, Mukden Board of War 
Secretary; Chung and Ma, expectant 
prefecis ; Lien, Chief of the Tribunal of 
Justice; Wang, Colonel Commanding 
Middle Division Military Patrol Corps ; 
Li, Commanding South Division Patrol 
Corps; Yung, head of the Mukden 
University, and his son; Chang, Super- 
numerary member of the Mukden Milit- 
ary Secretariat, and, two chihsiens Ku 
and Li. The remaining two are a 
mnilitary orderly of the Tartar General 
and a man who receives the ecards of 
callers on the Tartar General. There is 
general apprehension amounting to a 
panic amongst the Chinese in Mukden 
on account of these summary arrests, 
the reason for whice has not been givon 
out.
